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1. Introduction 


It is called Babel, but it is better known as Babylon (72a = babel, that is, Babylon including Babylonia 
and the Babylonian empire). It is the same Hebrew word, Babel/Babylon and is used 262 times in the 
Older Testament, and 169 times in the Book of the Prophet Jeremiah, who gave his prophecy at the 
fall of Jerusalem, Judah and Babylon, Jer 6:6 For thus hath the LORD of hosts said, Hew ye down 
trees, and cast a mount against Jerusalem: this is the city to be visited; she is wholly oppression in 
the midst of her......... Jer 20:4 For thus saith the LORD, Behold, | will make thee a terror to thyself, 
and to all thy friends: and they shall fall by the sword of their enemies, and thine eyes shall behold it: 
and | will give all Judah into the hand of the king of Babylon, and he shall carry them captive into 
Babylon, and shall slay them with the sword..... Jer 51:47 Therefore, behold, the days come, that | 
will do judgment upon the graven images of Babylon: and her whole land shall be confounded, and 
all her slain shall fall in the midst of her. 


Babel is rarely translated accurately as Babylon, with a few exceptions, Gen 11:9 The city was called 
Babylon, because there the LORD mixed up the language of all the people, and from there he 
scattered them all over the earth. Good News Bible. This gives us a clue to the importance of the 
early City of Babylon. 


Christ the Creator, had created, then destroyed mankind, with the exception of 8 people, headed by 
the patriarch Noah. Noah although a righteous man had the seeds of sin in him and so nothing had 
really changed except a culling of the wicked in the old world. The original mandate was still in place, 
Gen 1:27 So God created human beings, making them to be like himself. He created them male and 
female, Gen 1:28 blessed them, and said, "Have many children, so that your descendants will live all 
over the earth and bring it under their control. | am putting you in charge of the fish, the birds, and 
all the wild animals. GNB. 


The people from Noah’s loins multiplied and migrated and came eventually to a plain of Shinar, 
where they set about a building programme. They built with a purpose, Gen 11:4 And they said, Go 
to, let us build us a city and a tower, whose top may reach unto heaven; and let us make us a name, 
lest we be scattered abroad upon the face of the whole earth. It was not just a tower that men were 
engaged in building, it was a city. We should not forget that. 


They were assisted in their task by communicating in the same language. Gen 11:1 And the whole 
earth was of one language, and of one speech. It is strange to think that we could still be speaking 
one language, the same language, if our ancestors had obeyed the Lord and filled the whole earth 
according to the mandate. But perhaps because of the Flood destroying man they were keen to 
avoid this happening again. But Christ had different ideas, Gen 11:6 And the LORD said, Behold, the 
people is one, and they have all one language; and this they begin to do: and now nothing will be 
restrained from them, which they have imagined to do. 
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So in order to shut down this work, for a time at least, they were scattered over the earth. Gen 11:8 
So the LORD scattered them abroad from thence upon the face of all the earth: and they left off to 
build the city. 


How were they scattered? This book postulates a number of scenarios, but we should see that it 
was “the LORD (who) scattered them abroad from thence upon the face of all the earth” and this 
could have been by supra-natural means. At about the same time, over 6,000 years ago, civilisations 
simultaneously arose around the world, testifying to this event. From Egypt, Peru, China, India and 
of course Sumeria, among many others. It is from these scattered races that the Hope of Israel 
eventually becomes the hope of mankind. 


We look at Babylon as the start of an evil Empire, for we would be utterly mistaken in thinking that 
these nations, coming from this scattering were good. They were not, Gen 6:5 And GOD saw that 
the wickedness of man was great in the earth, and that every imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart was only evil continually. He saw the heart of man as deceptive, Jer 17:9 The heart is deceitful 
above all things, and desperately wicked: who can know it? 


In fact the history of this world is a record of the fight between good and evil. Babylon plays her part 
in this too. The whore of Babylon is a figure describing the present age, Rev 17:18 And the woman 
which thou sawest is that great city, which reigneth over the kings of the earth. She is the mother of 
harlots, Rev 17:4 And the woman was arrayed in purple and scarlet colour, and decked with gold and 
precious stones and pearls, having a golden cup in her hand full of abominations and filthiness of her 
fornication: Rev 17:5 And upon her forehead was a name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, 
THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH. 


We are drawn back to the first mention of Babylon, on the plain of Shinar, and we see that the city 
was a template for great Babylon. All of these people were Babylonians and all around the world, 
although they spoke different languages, they were Babylonians at heart. The men of today, the 
unbelievers, are the modern descendants of Babylon. 


What are the characteristics of these Babylonians? They are, first and foremost enemies of the Christ 
and in consequence enemies of his people. Rev 17:6 And I saw the woman drunken with the blood 
of the saints, and with the blood of the martyrs of Jesus. This is the truth down the ages. Joh 15:18 
If the world hate you, ye know that it hated me before it hated you. Joh 15:19 If ye were of the 
world, the world would love his own: but because ye are not of the world, but | have chosen you out 
of the world, therefore the world hateth you. 


Believers suffer persecution in some form or another. 27i 3:12 Yea, and all that will live godly in 
Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution. In fact the whore of Babylon detests the Christian so much that 
she gets drunk on their blood. Rev 17:6 And | saw the woman drunken with the blood of the saints, 
and with the blood of the martyrs of Jesus: in her gates are found the legions of Christ’s suffering 
Saints. 
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Rev 18:24 And in her was found the blood of prophets, and of saints, and of all that were slain upon 
the earth. 


The Babylonians Old and New, are a deceived people. Rev 18:23 And the light of a candle shall shine 
no more at all in thee; and the voice of the bridegroom and of the bride shall be heard no more at all 
in thee: for thy merchants were the great men of the earth; for by thy sorceries were all nations 
deceived. No amount of arguing with them will do any good, they refuse to believe the truth. 2Pe 
3:3 Knowing this first, that there shall come in the last days scoffers, walking after their own 
lusts, 2Pe 3:4 And saying, Where is the promise of his coming? for since the fathers fell asleep, all 
things continue as they were from the beginning of the creation. 2Pe 3:5 For this they willingly are 
ignorant of, that by the word of God the heavens were of old, and the earth standing out of the 
water and in the water: 2Pe 3:6 Whereby the world that then was, being overflowed with water, 
perished: 2Pe 3:7 But the heavens and the earth, which are now, by the same word are kept in store, 
reserved unto fire against the day of judgment and perdition of ungodly men. 


Men today do not believe in the Creator Jesus or His Saving work for mankind. Like Felix they may 
tremble at the thought of it but do nothing about it being firmly enmeshed in satan’s net. Act 24:24 
And after certain days, when Felix came with his wife Drusilla, which was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, 
and heard him concerning the faith in Christ. Act 24:25 And as he reasoned of righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment to come, Felix trembled, and answered, Go thy way for this time; when | 
have a convenient season, | will call for thee. And it is all too late for them. 


They have not only denied The Christ, but by denying Him they have actively given their power and 
strength to satan’s cause, to give their kingdom, Babylon, to him. Rev 17:13 These have one mind, 
and shall give their power and strength unto the beast. Rev 17:14 These shall make war with the 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome them: for he is Lord. Rev 17:17 For God hath put in their hearts 
to fulfil his will, and to agree, and give their kingdom unto the beast, until the words of God shall be 
fulfilled. 


The whole life of deceit of the Babylonians is given over to lusting after the things that perish. Like 
Achan, who sinned for this treasure, Jos 7:20 And Achan answered Joshua, and said, Indeed | have 
sinned against the LORD God of Israel, and thus and thus have | done: Jos 7:21 When | saw among 
the spoils a goodly Babylonish garment, and two hundred shekels of silver, and a wedge of gold of 
fifty shekels weight, then | coveted them, and took them; and, behold, they are hid in the earth in the 
midst of my tent, and the silver under it. 


The list of men’s lust goes on, Rev 18:12 The merchandise of gold, and silver, and precious stones, 
and of pearls, and fine linen, and purple, and silk, and scarlet, and all thyine wood, and all manner 
vessels of ivory, and all manner vessels of most precious wood, and of brass, and iron, and 
marble, Rev 18:13 And cinnamon, and odours, and ointments, and frankincense, and wine, and oil, 
and fine flour, and wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and horses, and chariots, and slaves, and souls of 
men. If they have not got it they lust after it. 
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One of the features of this early Babylonish civilisation is that it was highly skilled. We observe in its 
ancient monuments, displays of skill which we find hard to believe. The pyramid of Kufhu was the 
largest construction on earth for 4000 years. The stonework of all the ancient men exhibited a 
precision which was lost in later generations. 


Yet these glimpses of ancient man, Babylon’s heirs, only confirms Daniel’s later account of decline. In 
Babylon, King Nebuchadnezzar’s dream of aman, Dan 2:32 This image's head was of fine gold, his 
breast and his arms of silver, his belly and his thighs of brass, Dan 2:33 His legs of iron, his feet part 
of iron and part of clay. This shows the connection between Babylon and the empires to come, its 
successors, each and every one, lesser than the one before it. 


This is brought to a conclusion by the coming of Christ’s Kingdom, Dan 2:34 Thou sawest till that a 
stone was cut out without hands, which smote the image upon his feet that were of iron and clay, 
and brake them to pieces, Dan 2:35 Then was the iron, the clay, the brass, the silver, and the gold, 
broken to pieces together, and became like the chaff of the summer threshingfloors; and the wind 
carried them away, that no place was found for them: and the stone that smote the image became a 
great mountain, and filled the whole earth. 


In view of the decline we should perhaps not use the term “civilisation” but “barbarianisation” of the 
tribes of the earth. They are not at heart civilised but barbarian. It is an unusual thing to contemplate 
but it is in perfect harmony with the idea the man is evolving and becoming better, yet this is utterly 
false. Is it civilised to end the life of 75 million souls every year in abortion, giving no rights to the 
unborn except the right to die? Is it right to bomb and batter any nation, because you can. Over 108 
million souls were killed in conflict in the last century? With 53 million opioid users, aka drug addicts, 
and rising together with 800,000 suicides, people feeling life is too bad to live for, are we honestly 
going to say that we live in a civilised world or a declining world, a Barbarian world? 


There were an estimated 130 million deaths in genocides in the 20F century but no one blinked. The 
British and Americans knew about the Armenian Genocide and the Jewish Holocaust but did nothing 
to help them. This is called being “civilised”, being a caring society, but in reality it is a barbarous 
society, and you and | are part of it even if not willing it. Denial of the facts is madness. 


The Lord further shows us that Babylon is the nemesis of Israel. How could God do that, let His 
people, once a chosen people, suffer such indignity, such belittling at the hands of Barbarians? It is 
quite easy because they had become like the nation who judged them. The Babylonish spirit was still 
part of the nation of Israel who had not kept the covenant although a remnant of Israel would be 
saved. This would open up the way for the final conflict with Babylon. 


When the Lord Jesus had died on the cross for mankind’s sin and risen from the dead, a curious 
event took place. It had its origins in that early Babylon and it had earth shattering consequences. 
Act 2:1 And when the day of Pentecost was fully come, they were all with one accord in one 
place. Act 2:2. And suddenly there came a sound from heaven as of a rushing mighty wind, and it 
filled all the house where they were sitting. Act 2:3 And there appeared unto them cloven tongues 
like as of fire, and it sat upon each of them. Act 2:4 And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
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began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. Act 2:5 And there were 
dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out of every nation under heaven. Act 2:6 Now when this 
was noised abroad, the multitude came together, and were confounded, because that every man 
heard them speak in his own language. Act 2:7 And they were all amazed and marvelled, saying 
one to another, Behold, are not all these which speak Galilaeans? Act 2:8 And how hear we every 
man in our own tongue, wherein we were born? Act 2:9 Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, and 
the dwellers in Mesopotamia, and in Judaea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and Asia, Act 2:10 Phrygia, 
and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the parts of Libya about Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, Jews and 
proselytes, Act 2:11 Cretes and Arabians, we do hear them speak in our tongues the wonderful 
works of God. 


It hardly needs saying that this is a reversal of Babylon by the Spirit of God. But it is above all the 
speaking of “the wonderful works of God”. 


This gives “tongues” a meaning. There has been much argument over the years about “tongues”, the 
“second blessing” so called. Back in the 1970’s when | became a Christian, If you were a committed 
Christian and you did not possess “tongues” as a gift, you were a second class Christian. But look at 
the first occurrence of it under the New Covenant. It mirrors Babylon, and whereas the first giving of 
tongues was to confuse, the new giving was to unite, “every man heard them speak in his own 
language”. The confusion of languages was sent to the apostate church, the harmony of tongues 
was sent to Christ’s Church. 


Not every one had them, and there were occasions where it was not necessary and other occasions 
were it was. Act 10:46 For they heard them speak with tongues, and magnify God. Then answered 
Peter, Act 10:47 Can any man forbid water, that these should not be baptized, which have received 
the Holy Ghost as well as we?.... Act 19:6 And when Paul had laid his hands upon them, the Holy 
Ghost came on them; and they spake with tongues, and prophesied. Act 19:7 And all the men were 
about twelve. | leave the reader to find out why the tongues were exhibited on these occasions. 


This all happened in parallel with the command, Mar 16:15 And he said unto them, Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every creature. The nations had been scattered over the earth, now 
the Gospel would pursue them. 


This then is the importance of Babel/Babylon and it is a Historic event just as the Gospel is a Historic 
event. The people were dispersed around the world only to build other cities, but the Gospel would 
chase them. 


Christ would reclaim the Kingdom. 
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2. The new Creation 


In the first Creation it said. Gen 1:22 And God blessed them, saying, Be fruitful, and multiply, and 
fill the waters in the seas, and let fow! multiply in the earth. ......... Gen 1:26 And God said, Let us 
make man in our image, after our likeness: and let them have dominion over the fish of the sea, and 
over the fowl of the air, and over the cattle, and over all the earth, and over every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. Gen 1:27 So God created man in his own image, in the image of God 
created he him; male and female created he them. Gen 1:28 And God blessed them, and God said 
unto them, Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the earth, and subdue it: and have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over every living thing that moveth upon 
the earth. Gen 1:29 And God said, Behold, | have given you every herb bearing seed, which is upon 
the face of all the earth, and every tree, in the which is the fruit of a tree yielding seed; to you it shall 
be for meat. Gen 1:30 And to every beast of the earth, and to every fowl of the air, and to every 
thing that creepeth upon the earth, wherein there is life, | have given every green herb for meat: and 


it was so. 


Why though would God tell Adam and Eve to “replenish” the earth in Genesis 1:28, if they were the 
first humans? According to some, this verse in the King James Version indicates that Adam and Eve 
were to refill the planet, implying that that they weren’t the first humans God created but were part 
of a “second creation.” Many who accept “the Gap Theory” believe this. 


Genesis 1:1 refers to God's initial perfect creation. Everything that God made was beautiful, there 
was no sin anywhere. Verse two, on the other hand, assumes that a great catastrophe occurred that 
caused the earth to become in a chaotic state through the judgment of God. According to the Gap 
Theory, the formless and void state, as recorded in Genesis 1:2, is in direct contrast to the perfect 
initial creation. Something happened between the first two verses of Genesis to cause the earth to 
become desolate and uninhabitable after having been made perfect. Those holding the Gap Theory 
contend that this state of ruin could have possibly lasted millions of years. 


However, take a look at the verse in the New King James Version. Gen 1:28 Then God blessed them, 
and God said to them, “Be fruitful and multiply; fill the earth and subdue it; have dominion over the 
fish of the sea, over the birds of the air, and over every living thing that moves on the earth.” NKJV. 
“Replenish” in the KJV has been replaced by “fill” in the NKJV. 


The word replenish in the King James Version was used in the seventeenth century (when the King 
James Version was compiled) to simply mean “fill”. It expressed such ideas as to stock, fill, supply, or 
inhabit. Replenish is related to the word replete; being replete with happiness is being full with 
happiness. According to the Oxford English Dictionary, the first recorded use of the word replenish 
to mean “to fill again” occurred in 1612, one year after the King James Version was published. 
Furthermore, it was used in a poetic sense, and Genesis 1:28 is not poetry. The English word has 


1.” 


changed meaning over the centuries so that the word “replenish” today generally means “refil 


The original Hebrew word for replenish in Genesis 1:28, simply means “fill” and is translated that 
way in the King James elsewhere (e.g. Genesis 1:22). So neither the Hebrew word nor the English 
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word chosen by the King James Version translators meant, at that time, “refill.” The translators’ 
choice of replenish may have been meant to convey something akin to “fill up” (i.e. to “make replete 


[full]”), but they were certainly not trying to convey anything about another filling of the earth. 


In this new rather empty world of the post-flood he would concentrate on his task of multiplying and 
filling the earth, the same task as for the old world. He was to be an agronomist, an expert in the 
science of soil management and crop production. 


The new world starts with only 8 survivors of the Flood. They have the whole world before them and 
they have a task. Gen 9:1 And God blessed Noah and his sons, and said unto them, Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth. Gen 9:2 And the fear of you and the dread of you shall be upon 
every beast of the earth, and upon every fowl of the air, upon all that moveth upon the earth, and 
upon all the fishes of the sea; into your hand are they delivered. Gen 9:3 Every moving thing that 
liveth shall be meat for you; even as the green herb have | given you all things. Gen 9:4 But flesh 
with the life thereof, which is the blood thereof, shall ye not eat. Gen 9:5 And surely your blood of 
your lives will | require; at the hand of every beast will | require it, and at the hand of man; at the 
hand of every man's brother will | require the life of man. Gen 9:6 Whoso sheddeth man's blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed: for in the image of God made he man. Gen 9:7 And you, be ye fruitful, 
and multiply; bring forth abundantly in the earth, and multiply therein. 


The terms had changed slightly. Everything could be eaten. Gen 9:3 Every moving thing that liveth 
shall be meat for you. | take it that this means all creatures without exception, both clean and 
unclean. The unclean animal was not allowed to be eaten after the nation was born, and appeared 
as one of the distinctive features of Judaism. Lev 11:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses and to 
Aaron, saying unto them, Lev 11:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying, These are the beasts 
which ye shall eat among all the beasts that are on the earth. Lev 11:3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, 
and is clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, among the beasts, that shall ye eat. Lev 11:4 Nevertheless 
these shall ye not eat of them that chew the cud, or of them that divide the hoof: as the camel, 
because he cheweth the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he is unclean unto you..... etc. 


As | pointed got in a previous ministry (Book: Christ the Creator p. 137, The Raven and the Dove), it 
did not mean that they had to eat all of the unclean kind, it was though a concession for them. But 
how was the earth filled? This is from Answers in Genesis, Ken Ham’s Organisation: 


Creationists are often asked, “How is it possible for the earth’s population to reach 6.5 billion people 
if the world is only about 6,000 years old and if there were just two humans in the beginning?” Here 
is what a little bit of simple arithmetic shows us. 


Let us start in the beginning with one male and one female. Now let us assume that they 
marry and have children and that their children marry and have children and so on. And 
let us assume that the population doubles every 150 years. Therefore, after 150 years 
there will be four people, after another 150 years there will be eight people, after 
another 150 years there will be sixteen people, and so on. It should be noted that this 
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growth rate is actually very conservative. In reality, even with disease, famines, and 
natural disasters, the world population currently doubles every 40 years or so. 


After 32 doublings, which is only 4,800 years, the world population would have reached 
almost 8.6 billion. That’s 2 billion more than the current population of 6.5 billion people, 
which was recorded by the U.S. Census Bureau on March 1, 2006. This simple calculation 
shows that starting with Adam and Eve and assuming the conservative growth rate 
previously mentioned, the current population can be reached well within 6,000 years. 


We know from the Bible (Massoretic text) however that around 2500 BC (4,500 years 
ago) the worldwide Flood reduced the world population to eight people. But if we 
assume that the population doubles every 150 years, we see again that starting with 
only Noah and his family in 2500 BC, 4,500 years is more than enough time for the 
present population to reach 6.5 billion. 


Evolutionists are always telling us that humans have been around for hundreds of 
thousands of years. If we did assume that humans have been around for 50,000 years 
and if we were to use the calculations above, there would have been 332 doublings, and 
the world’s population would be a staggering figure - one followed by 100 zeros; 


This figure is truly unimaginable, for it is billions of times greater than the number of 
atoms that are in the entire universe! Such a calculation makes nonsense of the claim 
that humans have been on earth for tens of thousands of years. 


Simple, conservative arithmetic reveals clear mathematical logic for a young age of the 
earth. From two people, created around 6,000 years ago and then the eight people, 
preserved on the Ark about 4,500 years ago, the world’s population could have grown to 
the extent we now see it - over 6.5 billion. 


With such a population clearly possible (and probable) in just a few thousand years, we 
could actually ask the question, “If humans were around millions of years ago, why is the 
population so small?” This is a question that evolution supporters must answer. 


| do not agree with the dates given because they are taken from a particular text (Massoretic) but 


the article shows that a very conservative growth rate the population is achievable. 


The world Noah had entered was eerily quiet, the animals were few and scattered quickly, the men 
and woman and the noise of their civilisation had gone. Noah had lasted the long journey across the 
waters of the Flood and the family had stayed sane and together. As the family gathered around the 
fire in the evening of the first day of this new world, talk must have turned to practical matters of 
food, water, where they would go to and the world was literally their oyster. Talk still returned to 
the Great Flood which had caused so much death and destruction and this would live with them 
wherever they would travel and it had such a profound effect on them. The memory would blur and 


distort with time but it would still be there. 
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As men moved out the stories of the Flood went with them, to different parts of the world, to 
different civilisations, to different cultures and the original story tellers having died, they were 
dealing with “hand me down” tales of the past. Collective memory is not particularly precise when it 
comes to events, as this article by Davis Rieff shows. 


And yet, while alert to the possibility that history can be abused, as it unquestionably 
was in the Balkans in the 1990s, most decent people still endorse George Santayana’s 
celebrated dictum: “Those who cannot remember the past are condemned to repeat it.” 


The consequence of this is that remembrance, as a species of morality, has become one 
of the more unassailable pieties of the age. Today, most societies all but venerate the 
imperative to remember. We have been taught to believe that the remembering of the 
past and its corollary, the memorialising of collective historical memory, has become 
one of humanity’s highest moral obligations. 


But what if this is wrong, if not always, then at least part of the time? What if collective 
historical memory, as it is actually employed by communities and nations, has led far 
too often to war rather than peace, to rancour and resentment rather than 
reconciliation, and the determination to exact revenge for injuries both real and 
imagined, rather than to commit to the hard work of forgiveness? 


This is what happened, for example, in the American south after 1865, where after the 
guns of the civil war fell silent, another form of battle raged over whose version of the 
conflict — the victorious Union or the defeated Confederacy — would prevail. As the 
recent debate in the US over the Confederate flag demonstrated, that battle over 
memory, though diminished, still goes on today. And just as collective historical memory 
blighted the former Yugoslavia in the 1990s, today the same is true in Israel-Palestine, in 
Iraq and Syria, in the Hindu nationalist populism of India’s Bharatiya Janata party, and 
among jihadis and Islamists both in the Muslim world and in the Muslim Diaspora in 
western Europe, North America and Australia. 


Memory and collective memory, for whatever reason may be a false account of events, falsified for 
any number of reasons. But there is an element of truth in these false accounts. The stories of 
Noah’s Flood are just one such example. There are over 200 stories from all over the world about a 
major Flood? If a worldwide Flood never happened then why are there so many stories about it? 


We shall explore some of these stories, but firstly, the sons of Noah must disperse. It is of note that 
Noah has no more children and that the population grew out of these three heads, Shem, Ham and 
Japheth. You will recall that the son of Ham, Canaan is cursed by Noah. 


Gen 9:22 And Ham, the father of Canaan, saw the nakedness of his father, and told his two brethren 
without. Gen 9:23 And Shem and Japheth took a garment, and laid it upon both their shoulders, and 
went backward, and covered the nakedness of their father; and their faces were backward, and they 
saw not their father's nakedness. Gen 9:24 And Noah awoke from his wine, and knew what his 
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younger son had done unto him. Gen 9:25 And he said, Cursed be Canaan; a servant of servants shall 
he be unto his brethren. Gen 9:26 And he said, Blessed be the LORD God of Shem; and Canaan shall 
be his servant. Gen 9:27 God shall enlarge Japheth, and he shall dwell in the tents of Shem; and 
Canaan shall be his servant. 


That set History from that day forward, and placed Shem in a superior position. The sons that the 3 
children of Noah had are listed in Genesis Chapter 10, which we shall come to. Suffice to say it is a 
long time, at least a thousand years (LXX text) before the Babel event and one thousand five 
hundred years before Abraham, when we see the Judeo/Christian religion taking shape. 


God does not appear to be doing much “religion” in that period of time although a lot was going on 
in the world. In fact what we would call religion was left to individuals and nations. The definition of 
religion is a controversial and complicated subject in religious studies with scholars failing to agree 
on any one definition. Oxford Dictionary defines religion as the belief in and worship of a 
superhuman controlling power, especially a personal God or gods. The nations may have developed 
ideas about God, but that is all they were, for He is silent in the main. 


There were though some who appeared to know the Creator. Melchizedek and Job for instance 
knew the Creator. Just how He appeared to some men and not to others is a mystery. Melchizedek 
was a priest, so it is seen that he rendered his priestly service on behalf of others, Abraham, for 
example. Job did the same for his family. But why is there this silence of God toward His creatures? | 
will suggest one reason. It is found in the Epistle to the Romans. 


Rom 1:18 For the wrath of God is revealed from heaven against all ungodliness and unrighteousness 
of men, who hold the truth in unrighteousness; Rom 1:19 Because that which may be known of God 
is manifest in them; for God hath shewed it unto them. Rom 1:20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are clearly seen, being understood by the things that are made, 
even his eternal power and Godhead; so that they are without excuse: Rom 1:21 Because that, 
when they knew God, they glorified him not as God, neither were thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart was darkened. Rom 1:22 Professing themselves to be wise, they 
became fools, Rom 1:23 And changed the glory of the uncorruptible God into an image made like to 
corruptible man, and to birds, and fourfooted beasts, and creeping things. Rom 1:24 Wherefore God 
also gave them up to uncleanness through the lusts of their own hearts, to dishonour their own 
bodies between themselves: Rom 1:25 Who changed the truth of God into a lie, and worshipped and 
served the creature more than the Creator, who is blessed for ever. Amen. 


Man may not have had the scripture, but that is not essential to the knowledge of God. His 
attributes are seen in what He has made. Even from the “creation of the world” the invisible was 
known by them. When God takes a people for Himself, the Jews, we see in many of the illustrations 
of the Law, the interpretation of the natural world, telling us something of God. 


Mankind had drifted away from God, some held to Him but not the majority and they paid the price. 
They changed the glory of God into the likeness of beasts. As Noah’s sons moved out, they left God 
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behind. It does not take many generations to forget the goodness of God, possibly only one 
generation. They only remember how restrictive it is, but forget that it is for their own good. 


3. Putting Events in Order 


It is worth spending time getting our history in order before ploughing in to Abraham, as there is a 
lot of cultural development that occurs in the years between the Flood and the Patriarchs. We are 
standing on the new earth with just three breeding families, so how does such a small population 
increase to literally cover the earth in around 8000 years? 


The fact that there are amazing similarities in cultures from Egypt, Sumeria, the Indus valley, China 
and South America suggests to us that they had a common ancestry and indeed made long journeys 
to trade and communicate with one another. The appearance of gigantic structures, pyramids and 
temples shows a commonality and one which is unsurpassed in later history for size and grandeur. 
The use of reed boats in the Americas and in the Middle East of an almost exactly similar design 
suggests an exchange of information between cultures. All of these civilisations sprang up at about 
the same time adding credence to the population explosion that happened about 4000 BC, the time 
of Babel. 


First though we must get the events of Genesis Chapters 10 and 11 in order. | suggest that they are 
not in a strict order of time in the Bible. 


It is somewhat like the book of Judges. This book should start at Chapter 17 through to 21, but lists 
these events at the end of the book as in the KJV. It puts the two stories, the “Ephod of Micah” and 
the “destruction of Benjamin” at the end of the book not at the beginning. Why? Let us just look at 
the Ephod story. 


Jdg 18:30 And the children of Dan set up the graven image: and Jonathan, the son of Gershom, the 
son of Manasseh, he and his sons were priests to the tribe of Dan until the day of the captivity of the 
land. Jdg 18:31 And they set them up Micah's graven image, which he made, all the time that the 
house of God was in Shiloh. Let Dr Gill explain. 


Jonathan the son of Gershom, the son of Manasseh, he and his sons were priests to the

Jonathan is a figure appearing in the account of Micah's Idol in the Book of Judges, in which he is 
appointed as the priest of a shrine; since the shrine contained an ephod and teraphim, Jonathan is 
referred to as an idol-worshipper by traditional Judaism. 


The text identifies Jonathan as the son of Gershom, son of Manasseh, but there is a scribal oddity in 


that the verse presents the name of Manasseh, as nwan, with the "1" superscripted, which does not 
occur elsewhere in the Bible; the correct reading may be Moses (Hebrew: nwn, Moshe) and Rashi 
and other sages suspected as much, arguing that the name was changed to Manasseh to avoid 
scandalising Moses. Indeed Gershom, Jonathan's father's name, was also the name of a son of 


Moses. 


That is given by way of showing the way that the writer of Judges changed the order of the Chapters.

We have thus far two genealogies, or toledoths, one from Noah (including part of Shem) and 


another toledoth of Shem on his own, but this time showing who Abraham’s descendants are. 


The two genealogies could be tied together at Peleg, whose generations are not included in the 
generations of Noah. Peleg ties the two tables together and it is said of him, Gen 10:25 And unto 
Eber were born two sons: the name of one was Peleg; for in his days was the earth divided; and his 


brother's name was Joktan. 


It is in the time of Peleg that the “confusion of tongues” occurs. It shows that this happened before 


all of the descendents of Noah were born, approximately half way through the generations. 


If we did not have the toledoth, the generation of Shem 
to Abraham, we should think that Peleg never had any 
children. Does this mean that the table of nations is 
incomplete and a selective number, 70? 


Then another thing which we notice is the mention of 
language. Gen 10:31 These are the sons of Shem, after 
their families, after their tongues, in their lands, after 
their nations. Gen 10:32 These are the families of the 
sons of Noah, after their generations, in their nations: 
and by these were the nations divided in the earth after 
the flood.

It says that the Son’s of Shem settled “after their tongues”. This must mean that it is looking at a 
time when the earth was divided after the “confusion of tongues”. 


Now look at the section which immediately follows, Gen 11:1 And the whole earth was of one 
language, and of one speech. Gen 11:2 And it came to pass, as they journeyed from the east, that 


they found a plain in the land of Shinar; and they dwelt 
there. The text says that now “the whole earth was of 
one language”. 


| reconcile the end of Chapter 10 and beginning of 
Chapter 11 by saying that they are in the wrong order 
because it is a parenthesis, giving the “tower incident” 
and “the confusion of tongues” a mention, before 
returning to Shem’s toledoth and Terah’s toledoth. The 
story naturally continues. 


The people after the Flood journeyed from the east. Gen 
11:2 And it came to pass, as they journeyed from the 
east, that they found a plain in the land of Shinar; and 
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they dwelt there. It would appear that the generations after the Flood had stayed together. It is not 
unlike the children of Israel, a great multitude of people, wandering for 40 years in the wilderness. 


Here on the plain of Shinar the people of the world halted. This was the land where Nimrod became 
a mighty hunter. Gen 10:8 And Cush begat Nimrod: he began to be a mighty one in the earth. Gen 
10:9 He was a mighty hunter before the LORD: wherefore it is said, Even as Nimrod the mighty 
hunter before the LORD. Gen 10:10 And the beginning of his kingdom was Babel, and Erech, and 
Accad, and Calneh, in the land of Shinar. 


It approximates to the land between the Euphrates and the Tigris later known as the land of 
Babylon. It would come to be known as “the world’s church”. It stands for everything that Christ is 
opposed to. Babel is a transliteration of the Hebrew word 722 (“Ba-bel”), while Babylon comes from 
the Greek BaBuAdvoc (“Babylonos”). In all 233 occurrences of “Babel” in the Old Testament, it is 
translated Babylon in Greek. Chad Ashby makes a superb observation: 


God promised Abraham sons and daughters as numerous as the stars, a beautiful land, 
and a blessing to all nations through his offspring Gen 12:2 And | will make of thee a 
great nation, and | will bless thee, and make thy name great; and thou shalt be a 
blessing: Gen 12:3 And | will bless them that bless thee, and curse him that curseth thee: 
and in thee shall all families of the earth be blessed. 


After 400 years of slavery in Egypt, God brought Abraham’s offspring out of Egypt to the 
Promised Land. But they sinned and so, 2Ki 25:8 And in the fifth month, on the seventh 
day of the month, which is the nineteenth year of king Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
came Nebuzaradan, captain of the guard, a servant of the king of Babylon, unto 
Jerusalem: 2Ki 25:9 And he burnt the house of the LORD, and the king's house, and all 
the houses of Jerusalem, and every great man's house burnt he with fire. 2Ki 25:10 And 
all the army of the Chaldees, that were with the captain of the guard, brake down the 
walls of Jerusalem round about. 


When King Nebuchadnezzar burned down the House of the Lord and the house of the 
king and all the houses in Jerusalem and carried all of Abraham’s offspring into exile in 
Babylon, it was a return to Genesis 10. The exile was kind of the Lord’s way of saying, 
“From whence it came.” It was a way to wipe the slate clean. In fact, the Lord spoke 
through the prophet Jeremiah: 


Jer 23:7 Therefore, behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that they shall no more say, 
The LORD liveth, which brought up the children of Israel out of the land of Egypt; Jer 
23:8 But, The LORD liveth, which brought up and which led the seed of the house of 
Israel out of the north country, and from all countries whither | had driven them; and 
they shall dwell in their own land. 


The exile in Babylon and the re-scattering among the nations is God’s way of 
demonstrating that a re-birth of the nation from among the nations needs to take place. 
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The covenant of Moses inaugurated through the Exodus from Egypt was unsuccessful 
(as the Lord knew it would be). What was needed was a new Exodus and a new 
covenant: 


Jer 31:31 Behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that | will make a new covenant with 
the house of Israel, and with the house of Judah: Jer 31:32 Not according to the 
covenant that | made with their fathers in the day that | took them by the hand to bring 
them out of the land of Egypt; which my covenant they brake, although | was an 
husband unto them, saith the LORD: Jer 31:33 But this shall be the covenant that | will 
make with the house of Israel; After those days, saith the LORD, | will put my law in their 
inward parts, and write it in their hearts; and will be their God, and they shall be my 
people. 


4. Babel 


Gen 11:3 And they said one to another, Go to, let us make brick, and burn them throughly. And they 
had brick for stone, and slime had they for morter. Gen 11:4 And they said, Go to, let us build us a 
city and a tower, whose top may reach unto heaven; and let us make us a name, lest we be scattered 
abroad upon the face of the whole earth. Gen 11:5 And the LORD came down to see the city and the 
tower, which the children of men builded. Gen 11:6 And the LORD said, Behold, the people is one, and 
they have all one language; and this they begin to do: and now nothing will be restrained from them, 
which they have imagined to do. Gen 11:7 Go to, let us go down, and there confound their language, 
that they may not understand one another's speech. 


Why did they want to make a name for themselves? It was to avoid the “scattering of them upon the 
face of the earth”. This is mankind’s deepest fear, of being as nothing, like “Ozymandius”, whose 
kingdom had crumbled to dust despite his best efforts. 


They had come through a destructive Flood that had wiped all trace of them from off the face of the 
Earth. No records of anyone exist, their memorial is expunged, they have all but disappeared. This 
event happened not so long before the generations gathered on the plain of Shinar and they saw 
themselves facing the same fate. 


Had the people followed God? Not all of them for sure. God made Himself known to man it appears, 
at a personal level. For example, Abraham, Gen 12:1 Now the LORD had said unto Abram, Get thee 
out of thy country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father's house, unto a land that | will shew 
thee: It may not have been the first time that God spoke to Abraham, but it is the first recorded. 
Nothing is known of Melchizedek but he too is a follower, perhaps a close follower of the Lord. 


Gen 14:18 And Melchizedek king of Salem brought forth bread and wine: and he was the priest of the 
most high God. The scripture says he was a priest and whatever that entailed in that age is not

known. The fact that he was a “priest” suggests that he had a number of people that he ministered 
to. So the people that were followers of God existed after some fashion back then. 


They had little record of God to go on. The toledoth tablets of Genesis, The Creation account, the 
generations of Adam and the generations of Noah gave an indication of what God wanted but it was 
far from complete. It would be 2,000 years at least before a complete record of what God desired 
was given to a Nation that as yet did not exist, written by a man Moses who is many generations in 
the future. 


As they settled in the plain of Shinar they still communicated in the same language. As they talked 
among themselves they pondered what had befallen man. They were alone in a vast Universe which 
they could marvel at as the sun went down. Some of them argued that a good God would not kill 
everyone, others said He was a cruel God, a God of wrath that needed placating, others said that it 
was just a story and that they were cast adrift in the sea of stars. The memory of what the Lord had 
done had sunk into a distant memory among some and as with most humans they forgot or 
perverted the history of the times. 


You ask young people today what had happened 100 years or even 50 years earlier and they would 
not know. Teenagers do not understand the importance of the First World War because there are no 
longer any survivors to tell them about it. While previous generations had parents and grandparents 
who could pass on personal stories of the conflict, this is no longer the case a century on. 


Besides the human cost, the war reshaped the political landscape leading to the creation of the 
League of Nations, forerunner to the United Nations. At the same time German resentment 
eventually led to the rise of the Nazis and the Second World War. Yet much of this is lost on today’s 
children as the research by the University College London Institute of Education suggests. A poll by 
ComRes has found that two thirds of adults believe young people do not understand the significance 
of the conflict. Time erases or distorts history. If we soon forget what happened 100 years ago what 
hope, apart from the artefacts that we interpret, have we got of determining what happened 6,000 
years ago. 


There is another important factor and that is the move away from God, without godly teaching. Rom 
1:18 For the wrath of God is revealed from heaven against all ungodliness and unrighteousness of 
men, who hold the truth in unrighteousness; Rom 1:19 Because that which may be known of God is 
manifest in them; for God hath shewed it unto them. Rom 1:20 For the invisible things of him from 
the creation of the world are clearly seen, being understood by the things that are made, even his 
eternal power and Godhead; so that they are without excuse: Rom 1:21 Because that, when they 
knew God, they glorified him not as God, neither were thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart was darkened. 


Mankind’s drift into the abyss was because he did not hold on to the truth. All around him the 
creation screamed of a creator but he did not look. He was just like the evolutionist, shutting out all 
reference to God, trying to make sense of the world without a Creative intelligence. 
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Let us just pause a minute here to consider this great truth. Man did not have a hand book, the 
Bible, before the flood for at least 2,000 years. He did not have a Bible for about 3,000 years after 
the flood. He did not possess a Bible for about 5,000 years of his existence (possibly more years, as 
the ages are not clear). How necessary was the Bible for man, what does it show him that he does 
not already know? 


Romans Chapter 1 tells us that (without the Bible) God has revealed Himself to man. Rom 
1:19 Because that which may be known of God is manifest in them; for God hath shewed it unto 
them. All things that might be known about God are there, shown to us, manifest to us, for God has 
shown it to us. 


Now you might say, He is talking to the Jews or to religious people, but look, it is from Creation. Rom 
1:20 For the invisible things of him from the creation of the world are clearly seen, \t is before the 
Jews were born as a nation, long before they came to be and they like all the other religions do not 
exist at the time of Babel. It is saying to us, that from Creation, from the Creation of the world, God 
had clearly revealed Himself in the things He had made. 


There is a glorious “book of Nature”, a book of God, telling us about the One true God, everything 
about Him that can be known is written, without pen, on the Creation. This seems strange to us, in 
fact it seems unlikely as well. For us today it is much easier to open a book, to be told do this, do 
that, but that is the point, that having given us this instruction, in “the book of Nature”, why do we 
not use it? 


The early societies were all agricultural with men toiling in the field, in the midst of nature. Early 
man would have observed from his place of work, the majesty of sunrise and moonrise, the 
movement of all the stars, some indicating when to plant the crops, the time of floods, the time of 
harvest. He would have marvelled at the insects, the different types of seeds, the variety of beasts of 
the field, fowl of the air and fishes of the sea. He would, like Solomon consider the ant and her ways, 
and much more. 1Ki 4:32 And he spake three thousand proverbs: and his songs were a thousand and 
five. 1Ki 4:33 And he spake of trees, from the cedar tree that is in Lebanon even unto the hyssop that 
springeth out of the wall: he spake also of beasts, and of fowl, and of creeping things, and of fishes. 


He would have marvelled at the God who made him and how he grew in the womb. Psa 139:14 | will 
praise thee; for | am fearfully and wonderfully made: marvellous are thy works; and that my soul 
knoweth right well. Psa 139:15 My substance was not hid from thee, when | was made in secret, and 
curiously wrought in the lowest parts of the earth. Psa 139:16 Thine eyes did see my substance, yet 
being unperfect; and in thy book all my members were written, which in continuance were fashioned, 
when as yet there was none of them. Psa 139:17 How precious also are thy thoughts unto me, O 
God! how great is the sum of them! Psa 139:18 If | should count them, they are more in number than 
the sand: when! awake, | am still with thee. 


He would have puzzled over why things happened, how for instance the sun rose, how it hung in 
space, why ice floated, why you couldn’t live without water, why metals melted at different 
temperatures, what is man made of? How did the heart pump, how did the eye see, how did the 
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stomach work? And all the time he would have wondered at the Creator’s power and Glory like 
Solomon. He had an outdoor Bible. The Lord Himself would be seen as characterised in numerous 
creatures, the lion, the lamb, the red heifer, the eagle, the ox, and the dove. 


It makes you wonder what man thought he was achieving when he built Churches and Cathedrals. 
How could these structures compete with the handiwork of God? Rather than show the glory of God 
they show the opposite, for they are very much inferior. The real glory stands at the door of these 
buildings, in the great outdoors, outside not inside of those buildings. The buildings are full of man’s 
glory, his achievements, his take on religion, things that he hopes will focus on God. They contain the 
remains of dead men and women, rotten bones, and to top it all, they are used for a small time 
every week among the living. You do not, unfortunately, see people rushing out of a church and 
gasping at the Creation. Religion is firmly tied to those buildings, so much so, that the people are 
blind to Creation. They come out of a building with their eyes closed and so go back to doing what 
they did before, eyes closed to the glory of God. 


You often hear the question asked, “What happens to those people who never hear the Gospel?” 
Does God discard them having given them no insight? The answer is to be found here in Romans 
Chapter 1. The word is all about them, plain to see, but they chose not to see. They go to the grave 
in wilful ignorance of God. “so that they are without excuse: Because that, when they knew God, 
they glorified him not as God, neither were thankful”. People who do not hear are guilty before God. 


The World War one memorials, the Menin Gate, Thiepval Anglo-French Cemetery, Tyne Cot in 
Flanders and hundreds more, have the victims name only, inscribed on walls, because they had no 
known grave to mark their passing. They had simply been blown to pieces. Rudyard Kipling 
recommended the inscription 'Their name liveth for evermore’ for each Stone of Remembrance, a 
Biblical text from the Book of Ecclesiasticus whose author was Sirach. Kipling also penned a simple 
tribute for the headstones of the unidentified dead: 'A soldier of the Great War.’ 


A memorial of where we came from and why we lived and died is important to man. Isa 56:4 For 
thus saith the LORD unto the eunuchs that keep my sabbaths, and choose the things that please me, 
and take hold of my covenant; Isa 56:5 Even unto them will | give in mine house and within my walls 
a place and a name (ow! tT ~yad vashem) better than of sons and of daughters: | will give them an 
everlasting name, that shall not be cut off. “Yad vashem” is the name of the Holocaust memorial in 
Jerusalem. It is sadly appropriate for all the Jews who died unknown and with no place of burial. The 
Nazis having brutally destroyed the Jewish people then set about destroying the apparatus of death, 
and removing traces of the concentration camps. 


The Lord never forgets His people and so always has a place on His walls, a place and a name, better 
than of sons and daughters. Why does this mass of humanity at Babel not believe this? 


1Th 4:13 Brothers and sisters, we don't want you to be ignorant about those who have died. We 
don't want you to grieve like other people who have no hope. 1Th 4:14 We believe that Jesus died 
and came back to life. We also believe that, through Jesus, God will bring back those who have died. 
They will come back with Jesus. 1Th 4:15 We are telling you what the Lord taught. We who are still 
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alive when the Lord comes will not go into his kingdom ahead of those who have already died. 1Th 
4:16 The Lord will come from heaven with a command, with the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trumpet call of God. First, the dead who believed in Christ will come back to life. 1Th 4:17 Then, 
together with them, we who are still alive will be taken in the clouds to meet the Lord in the air. In 
this way we will always be with the Lord. 1Th 4:18 So then, comfort each other with these 
words! GW. 


Resurrection was known to early man. Job 19:25 For | know that my redeemer liveth, and that he 
shall stand at the latter day upon the earth: Job 19:26 And though after my skin worms destroy this 
body, yet in my flesh shall | see God: The farmer had only to look at his seeds which came back from 
the dead year by year. 1Co 15:35 But some man will say, How are the dead raised up? and with what 
body do they come? 1Co 15:36 Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened, except it die: 1Co 
15:37 And that which thou sowest, thou sowest not that body that shall be, but bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other grain: 1Co 15:38 But God giveth it a body as it hath pleased him, 
and to every seed his own body. 


The men who feared being forgotten, who feared being scattered on the earth, were men who had 
not trusted in the Lord. They wanted to build a tower to get them up to heaven, to reach to heaven 
by other means than by Christ. It is an earlier type of Jacobs’s ladder, which Christ appropriates to 
Himself. Joh 1:51 And he saith unto him, Verily, verily, | say unto you, Hereafter ye shall see heaven 
open, and the angels of God ascending and descending upon the Son of man. 


The men at the tower were trying to get to heaven by their own means, not by God’s means. More 
importantly they were a rival kingdom to God. As a result the very thing that they aspired to was 
confounded by God. 


5. Babel to Babylon 


The people stand on the plains of Shinar, the plains of Babylon between the great rivers from where 
they will be dispersed by a decree of God and in a later day bought back to Babylon for judgement, 
when Babylon too will be judged. The Lord returns his people to the fount of the nations, not 
because he has failed to keep his promise to Abraham, but in order that he might keep his promise 
through the true offspring, Jesus Christ, the Seed. 


The purpose of their gathering together was to make a name for themselves and so not be 
forgotten, and they said, “Gen 11:4 Go to, let us build us a city and a tower’. It was to be a 
monument to mankind, to stand before the face of God, an act of defiance. Man from the very 
beginning had attempted to become as deity and the devil was behind his motivation, “yea has God 
said for He knows in the day you eat the forbidden fruit you shall become as gods”. 


| do not think that the tower reaching up to heaven was to get to God, to get closer, on the contrary, 
it was to rival God. This was Babylon the mother of harlots. Rev 17:3 So he carried me away in the 
spirit into the wilderness: and | saw a woman sit upon a scarlet coloured beast, full of names of 
blasphemy, having seven heads and ten horns. Rev 17:4 And the woman was arrayed in purple and 
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scarlet colour, and decked with gold and precious stones and pearls, having a golden cup in her hand 
full of abominations and filthiness of her fornication: Rev 17:5 And upon her forehead was a name 
written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE 
EARTH. Rev 17:6 And | saw the woman drunken with the blood of the saints, and with the blood of 
the martyrs of Jesus: and when | saw her, | wondered with great admiration. 


What is Babylon? It symbolised the rule of men, the wealth of nations, all that stands in opposition 
to Christ. Rev 17:18 And the woman which thou sawest is that great city, which reigneth over the 
kings of the earth. When Christ died for us, we see all the people gathered together against Him. Act 
4:26 The kings of the earth stood up, and the rulers were gathered together against the Lord, and 
against his Christ. Act 4:27 For of a truth against thy holy child Jesus, whom thou hast anointed, both 
Herod, and Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles, and the people of Israel, were gathered together, Act 
4:28 For to do whatsoever thy hand and thy counsel determined before to be done. 


Babylon would appear at the destruction of the Temple of Solomon and in turn (from Jeremiah 
Chapter 46 onwards) Egypt, Philistia, Moab, Ammon, Edom, Damascus, Kedar, Hazor, Elam and 
Babylon in turn who had opposed God would be brought low. Yes, Babylon was an instrument in the 
hands of God, but she too would be judged. Jer 50:1 The word that the LORD spake against Babylon 
and against the land of the Chaldeans by Jeremiah the prophet. Jer 50:2 Declare ye among the 
nations, and publish, and set up a standard; publish, and conceal not: say, Babylon is taken, Bel is 
confounded, Merodach is broken in pieces; her idols are confounded, her images are broken in 
pieces. Jer 50:3 For out of the north there cometh up a nation against her, which shall make her land 
desolate, and none shall dwell therein: they shall remove, they shall depart, both man and beast. 


You will recall what happened during the reign of Nebuchadnezzar. King Nebuchadnezzar was the 
greatest and most powerful of all the Babylonia kings. His name means “Oh Nabu (a Babylonian 
god), protect my son (or my boundary). 


The great and powerful king, Nebuchadnezzar, wrestled with his own sovereignty, compelled on by 
the God of Israel, through a series of dreams. He went from crown prince to king in 605-562 BC, the 
approximate time the Babylonian army captured Jerusalem, taking the prophet Daniel as one of the 
hostages. King Nebuchadnezzar’s path crossed both the prophets Daniel and Jeremiah in his lifetime, 
both who carried important messages for God’s people about the New Covenant (the coming of the 
Messiah, Jesus Christ). Daniel’s interpretation of Nebuchadnezzar’s dreams also had many 
correlations to the book of Revelation later penned by the apostle John. Our God is purposeful, 
weaving His authoritative hand throughout all of human history, including the life of this storied 
Babylonian king. 


Daniel interpreted Nebuchadnezzar’s dream consisting of an image made up of differing metals. lin 
Daniel Chapter 2:31-45. The four metals (Gold, Silver, Bronze and Iron) represent Babylon, Medo- 
Persia, Greece, and Rome. The different kingdoms represented in Nebuchadnezzar’s dream are 
often compared to the Prophesies of the book of Revelation. Daniel explained to the king, that the 
statue represented four successive kingdoms based upon power and wealth, beginning in Babylon. 
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The stone and mountain signified a kingdom established by God which would never be destroyed 
nor given to another people.

Even the great King Nebuchadnezzar did not have endless wisdom at his disposal to render the 
meaning of his dream. “Surely your God is the God of gods and the Lord of kings and a revealer of 
mysteries,” the king responded, “for you were able to reveal this mystery” (Daniel 2:47). Daniel 
prayed, sought wise counsel, remained humble and trusted God even when he could not see what 
outcome would be. 


Daniel interpreted another dream for the king, this time about a tree. Daniel warned 
Nebuchadnezzar, “Dan 4:27 Wherefore, O king, let my counsel be acceptable unto thee, and break 
off thy sins by righteousness, and thine iniquities by shewing mercy to the poor; if it may be a 
lengthening of thy tranquillity. Nebuchadnezzar’s sins were more than just attacking nations and 
killing, torturing and deporting their people. His own people lived in poverty amongst his vast palace 
and elaborate building projects, including the Hanging Gardens of Babylon. 


But in the king’s arrogance he did not heed Daniel’s interpretation or his warning and the dream 
came to fruition. Dan 4:33 The same hour was the thing fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar: and he was 
driven from men, and did eat grass as oxen, and his body was wet with the dew of heaven, till his 
hairs were grown like eagles’ feathers, and his nails like birds' claws. 
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The portrait that emerges is of a highly intelligent and sophisticated monarch, but equally of an 
angry despot whose ego was as vast as his power. When Daniel and his friends would not bow down 
to worship his statue, he became enraged. Of the dream of the tree, the king exclaimed, Dan 4:30 
The king spake, and said, Is not this great Babylon, that | have built for the house of the kingdom by 
the might of my power, and for the honour of my majesty? In an instant, God humbled him. 
Nebuchadnezzar’s pride blinded him to the source of his success. 


As is the king, so is the nation and pride comes before a fall. Pro 16:18 Pride goeth before 
destruction, and an haughty spirit before a fall. 


The tower of Babel is an anchor for the religion of man. Gen 11:4 And they said, Go to, let us build us 
a city and a tower, whose top may reach unto heaven; and let us make us a name, lest we be 
scattered abroad upon the face of the whole earth. The aim was the dethroning of God, just as 
Nebuchadnezzar had done. It is like the “hitching” post 
of the Sun at Machu Pichu. The Incas had as one of their 
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main gods the sun (inti, in Quechua language). 
Therefore, it was important for priests to observe the 
sun and understand it. So, they had an astronomical 
clock or calendar that indicated some _ significant 
celestial periods for them. This clock was called 
Intihuatana. They thought they were lords of time but 
only as long as they held it in their noose. 





The recurring themes in the Bible show us in types the 
nature of Christ’s Kingdom. We saw with the Temple types, they all led to the Temple in Heaven. We 
see in this type, the long war with God, the opposition of all the kingdoms of man against Him, from 
the beginning to the end of the world. The wicked city in defiance of the Lord boasts itself against 
Him, Babylon the Great but its fall is assured. 


Rev 18:1 And after these things | saw another angel come down from heaven, having great power; 
and the earth was lightened with his glory. Rev 18:2 And he cried mightily with a strong voice, 
saying, Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and is become the habitation of devils, and the hold of 
every foul spirit, and a cage of every unclean and hateful bird. Rev 18:3 For all nations have drunk of 
the wine of the wrath of her fornication, and the kings of the earth have committed fornication with 
her, and the merchants of the earth are waxed rich through the abundance of her delicacies. Rev 
18:4 And | heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out of her, my people, that ye be not 
partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues. Rev 18:5 For her sins have reached unto 
heaven, and God hath remembered her iniquities. Rev 18:6 Reward her even as she rewarded you, 
and double unto her double according to her works: in the cup which she hath filled fill to her double. 


The Bible says that the people were all of one “tongue” at the time and that, God confounded their 
tongues. It would certainly break their ability to communicate, but they would in time get around 
this, in fact today you have machine translators for every major language. We can all communicate 
with each other once again. 
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The different languages were a temporary break and in part mirroring another type at Pentecost 
when mankind was able to hear the wonderful works of God, this time by the Spirit not some 
machine. But | do not think it was the cause of the scattering of the people. 


Gen 11:5 And the LORD came down to see the city and the tower, which the children of men builded. 
Gen 11:6 And the LORD said, Behold, the people is one, and they have all one language; and this they 
begin to do: and now nothing will be restrained from them, which they have imagined to do. Gen 
11:7 Go to, let us go down, and there confound their language, that they may not understand one 
another's speech. Gen 11:8 So the LORD scattered them abroad from thence upon the face of all 
the earth: and they left off to build the city. 


The Lord scattered them. Speaking a different language is no cause for scattering. People can 
overcome such inconvenience and it would be a hiccough in the building programme. He both 
confounded their language and scattered them. Whether He scattered them by fear, by compulsion, 
by opportunity is not known but scatter them He did. It occurred in the time of Peleg. The verb a'79 
(palag) means to split or divide. The noun a5 (peleg) means channel or canal and noun naz 
(pelagga) means stream or division. Peleg was a descendent of Shem. We could assume this event 
was contemporary with his birth. It marked a new division in the world and we will take time to look 
at this division.

It is said that this is the oldest civilisation in the \ Sea MESOPOTAMIA 


world. Sumer was founded in the Mesopotamia region of the Fertile Crescent situated between the 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers. Known for their innovations in language, governance, architecture and 
more, Sumerians are considered the creators of civilisation as modern humans understand it. Their 
control of the region lasted for just short of 2,000 years before the Babylonians took charge in 2004 
B.C. 


Sumer was first settled by humans from about 4000 B.C. though it is probable that some settlers 
arrived much earlier. This early population (known as the Ubaid people) was notable for strides in 
the development of civilisation such as farming and raising cattle, weaving textiles, working with 
carpentry and pottery and even enjoying beer. Villages and towns were built around Ubaid farming 
communities. The people known as Sumerians were in control of the area by 3000 B.C. 
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Many Christians at this point opt out of world history and go straight to the Biblical history of 
Abraham, but this leaves out over 2,000 years of world history. This is a great mistake as it is an area 
of history which we should earnestly contend for, because it is the aftermath of Babel. 


Do we take Babel as a mythological, half truth or is it a fact? The Christian must face up to this and 
face it squarely. If God scattered mankind over the face of the earth there must be proof of it and we 
are remiss in not looking for those proofs. It is not another case of science versus religion, it is a case 
of one world view over another, a philosophy against the fact. 


“Christians”, so called, have capitulated long ago and it is no wonder the churches have no 
backbone, they have been filleted of the core of their faith. All that remains is compromise with the 
world as the spineless jelly wobbles towards nowhere. 


The devil was there at Babel and God may have used him in part to scatter men. The age old cry, 
“yea has God said” echoes forth. The evolutionary paradigm has taken precedence and man instead 
of being seen as a magnificent creature, full of intelligence, is seen as a developing troglodyte, 
grunting and waving his arms in base ignorance. Where do they get this information from? From the 
fact that it doesn’t fit their world view of vast ages, development from primitive forms and genetic 
development, not decline. Whether man was intelligent or if he did not develop, will be shown in the 
record of artefacts left by him and this will be worldwide. We shall explore this. 


The people had not forgotten the tower and many variants of it would occur, from the Americas to 
China. They took with them a lot of memories and the Flood is one which we will particularly 
examine. From Mesopotamia tribes move out, not all, but many of them. 


6. Rewriting History 


History is often written and then rewritten. It is rewritten on the side of a victor, rewritten because 
that which is known about it has been forgotten, rewritten to change the narrative, rewritten to 
villainise one group over another. Whatever the motive, it shows us that a historical account may be 
false propaganda, designed to fit a world view. They may be utterly false but none the less believed 
by a large section of the people. 


The word History comes from the Greek iotopia, “historia”, meaning "inquiry, or knowledge 
acquired by investigation”. It is the study of the past as it is described in written documents. Events 
occurring before written record are considered prehistory. It should of course be fact based 
according to the definition, involving enquiry, knowledge and ultimately be written down as truth, 
impartially recording the facts. But it is not. Today and yesterday, someone has to “spin it”, add 
some Spice to it, a bit of fake news, until the history of an event is lost to view. 


Take the “black lives matter” campaign which is happening as we speak. It is rewriting the history of 
the past. It is attributing motive to individuals who are long gone and cannot answer for themselves, 
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whose life and times are totally different to ours and whose actions | am not responsible for nor am | 
accountable for. Black lives matter, is at heart a Marxist movement, using the issue of colour to 
destroy communities. | cannot be held responsible for the “final solution” of the ‘Jewish question’, 
as it was termed. | was not responsible for the terrible trade in black lives, | was not responsible for 
the issues of the past. Why are people giving me a guilt trip, even if | believe it was wrong and why 
should | have to compensate them for it? 


Why is it that these people think that | must make reparation to them? The only fitting reparation 
would be to bring the people back, from the Jews who perished in all ages, the blacks who perished 
at the hands of the Arabs, their own countrymen, and the whites who perished in Stalin’s gulags. 
Bring the millions back and then what? What has been achieved by this furore, how can | settle the 
scores of the past? | cannot. Only One can put it in perspective and One alone. Paying the victims 
relatives 100’s of years later does nothing. 


There is justice and it is Divine, Rev 20:11 And | saw a great white throne, and him that sat on it, 
from whose face the earth and the heaven fled away; and there was found no place for them. Rev 
20:12 And | saw the dead, small and great, stand before God; and the books were opened: and 
another book was opened, which is the book of life: and the dead were judged out of those things 
which were written in the books, according to their works. Rev 20:13 And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell delivered up the dead which were in them: and they were judged 
every man according to their works. 


People will eventually answer to God for what they have done and He alone will judge them. Among 
those at the judgement are the multitudes who have died or been killed at the hands of men. We 
are too ignorant to judge sensibly but He who sits in the heavens and sees the hearts of men will 
judge righteous judgement. He who is Lord of “history” will make the final comment. 


In exploring history we are attempting to explore the mind of God and as finite creatures we fail 
miserably. Whether as believers or unbelievers, we are keen to explore the events and determine an 
absolute view of events, but we are prejudiced in our very thinking. We all have a world view that 
suits us. Take one of the world views propagated with vigour by the Nazis. 


Hitler and the Nazis considered Jews to be an inferior race of people, who set out to weaken other 
races and take over the world. Hitler believed that Jews were particularly destructive to the German 
‘Aryan’ race, and did not have any place in Nazi Germany. Hitler also wanted to rid Germany of the 
disabled, homosexuals, Roma and Sinti and other minorities that did not fit in to his idea of an Aryan 
master race. The Nazis labelled these groups ‘a-social’. 


Hitler was an extreme nationalist, believing the German ‘Aryan’ race should dominate. His 
expansionist policies sought ‘Lebensraum’, living space for the German people. Hitler wanted to 
create a generation of young Aryans who were physically fit and totally obedient through 
programmes such as Hitler Youth. He believed these policies would unite Germany and ensure it was 
the strongest nation on earth. Hitler developed and publicised all of these ideas in his books, Mein 
Kampf (1925) and Zweites Buch (1928) and speeches throughout his time in power. 
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His beliefs were translated into a narrative, into history, with the consequences that people were 
slaughtered on an industrial scale. Yet notwithstanding, the children of that generation cannot be 
held responsible for their sins, the German children are not responsible. Eze 18:1 The word of the 
LORD came unto me again, saying, Eze 18:2 What mean ye, that ye use this proverb concerning the 
land of Israel, saying, The fathers have eaten sour grapes, and the children's teeth are set on 
edge? Eze 18:3 As | live, saith the Lord GOD, ye shall not have occasion any more to use this proverb 
in Israel. Eze 18:4 Behold, all souls are mine; as the soul of the father, so also the soul of the son is 
mine: the soul that sinneth, it shall die. 


History and worldview go together. Wiping history will ultimately lead to a replacement version of 
history. When all the statues and memorials are gone what will replace them? They can get rid of 
statues and memorials to the past but it does not necessarily mean that you get rid of the ideas that 
brought them into existence. The devil is at work in the hearts and minds of men and only Christ can 
deliver us. 


Wiping the history of Babel and wiping the history of Creation has led to a world view that wipes 
God from the map and with God gone anything can happen and it does. Evolution was the devils 
attempt at the erasure of God as the Creator, Designer and the Sustainer of life. The tower of Babel 
was the devils attempt at the erasure of God as the true object of Worship and in its place substitute 
man. Babel is about racial supremacy. Man was to replace God and the devil had encouraged it 
from the beginning of time. Gen 3:5 For God doth know that in the day ye eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall be opened, and ye shall be as gods, knowing good and evil. 


The “gods”, men, were attempting a revolt, they were not worshipping on the Mountain but on the 
plain. Gen 11:3 And they said one to another, Go to, let us make brick, and burn them throughly. And 
they had brick for stone, and slime had they for morter. Gen 11:4 And they said, Go to, let us build us 
a city and a tower, whose top may reach unto heaven; and let us make us a name, lest we be 
scattered abroad upon the face of the whole earth. Gen 11:5 And the LORD came down to see the 
city and the tower, which the children of men builded. Gen 11:6 And the LORD said, Behold, the 
people is one, and they have all one language; and this they begin to do: and now nothing will be 
restrained from them, which they have imagined to do. 


Why did these men not go to a mountain to build? Around the world where they had been 
scattered, they built a mountain, mountain like structures and they went to do their devil worship on 
a work of their own hands. It does not say in our text that “they built a city and a tower whose top 
may reach heaven” for the purpose of worshipping God or to get closer to Him. It was for the 
purpose of displacing Him. 


These two giant stumbling blocks are put as pillars of the faith, Jachin and Boaz. They are evolution 
and the supremacy of man. If you hold those two iniquitous teachings, you fall at the first hurdle and 
you can go no farther. Let me say it plainly, if you believe in the origin of man without God and the 
supremacy of man without God, there is no place for you in the Body of Christ. Rom 1:21 Because 
that, when they knew God, they glorified him not as God, neither were thankful; but became vain in 
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their imaginations, and their foolish heart was darkened. Rom 1:22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools. 


Both Creation and Babel are interpreted spiritually not literally by many people, but without a literal, 
historical meaning they have lost their import. The reality of the evolutionist is that man evolved 
slowly, gradually, from a primitive creature to a higher creature. This took time they say. From the 
apes he grew into man, learned to speak, and developed different cultures, all without God. You can 
“spiritualise” all you want to, but if that is true, all that Babel is, is a myth and what follows in 
Genesis is a blurring of myth and reality. 


If | may take the words of our Lord slightly out of context. Luk 16:26 And beside all this, between us 
and you there is a great gulf fixed: so that they which would pass from hence to you cannot; neither 
can they pass to us, that would come from thence. No, this is either true history or it is falsehood. 
We will never convince the unbeliever with words, it takes the Holy Spirit to make that change. 


From the Creation, the earth was of one language and the Lord destroyed that race of men because 
of what was in his heart. Gen 6:5 And GOD saw that the wickedness of man was great in the earth, 
and that every imagination of the thoughts of his heart was only evil continually. But here having 
come through the Flood the same is true. Man is still evil. The disease of Adam is the disease of 
Noah. Sin had crept across the flood, the devil and his angels were still at work and the poison was 
again working in mankind. 


The reason the Lord was going to confound the speech of man was that the collective evil would 
know no bounds. Gen 11:6 And the LORD said, Behold, the people is one, and they have all one 
language; and this they begin to do: and now nothing will be restrained from them, which they have 
imagined to do. Gen 11:7 Go to, let us go down, and there confound their language, that they may 
not understand one another's speech. Gen 11:8 So the LORD scattered them abroad from thence 
upon the face of all the earth: and they left off to build the city. 


The Lord could see that the collective power of man’s intellect for evil would be unrestrained. The 
recognition that his mind was set on evil not good, was shown by the use of the word “imagined” 
which is used for imagining evil. It was unrestrained evil that the Lord was cutting off. The 
imagination of his heart was only evil continually and in order that he would not go to the full 
extreme of evil, he was confounded. 


That did not mean he would be incapable of evil or the devil would not push him to commit evil. It 
did not mean that he would not strive to gain a universal language so he could pursue his course of 
unrestrained evil. War, famine and nature would conspire against him but he would continue his 
way to the final conflict with the Lord of Creation. 


Over the years history records the growth of evil. Of the past 3,400 years, humans have been 
entirely at peace for 268 of them or just 8 percent of recorded history. Mar 13:7 And when ye shall 
hear of wars and rumours of wars, be ye not troubled: for such things must needs be; but the end 
shall not be yet. Mar 13:8 For nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and 
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there shall be earthquakes in divers places, and there shall be famines and troubles: these are the 
beginnings of sorrows. 


Man is not trustworthy or good. Rom 3:11 There is none that understandeth, there is none that 
seeketh after God. Rom 3:12 They are all gone out of the way, they are together become 
unprofitable; there is none that doeth good, no, not one. Rom 3:13 Their throat is an open sepulchre; 
with their tongues they have used deceit; the poison of asps is under their lips: 


We must disabuse ourselves of the notion that man is becoming more honest, trust worthy and less 
warlike with the progress of time. That idea was destroyed by Daniel and his vision of the declining 
kingdoms. They went from a gold head to feet of clay. Old Adam was still present in man and this is 
often forgotten as we tend to see the people of Babylon as a crowd of people dispersing in a rather 
good natured way, as if it was nothing more than a dispute which was not that important. 


It was not a minor cause of irritation it was a major conflict with God who settled it by scattering the 
people. The annoyance and anger at having their plans thwarted was immense. They lacked the 
means of communicating with each other but anger does not need words. They were seething with 
anger. When they were scattered they took that hatred with them. 


Why did they scatter? What did the Lord do to them to make them go? He could have used famine 
and they would be forced to give up building. He could have used war but the people were not 
warlike to their families, they were relatives. He could have used disease but this would have caused 
death where they were. There were many ways God could have scattered them but it is not known, 
or is it? 


Zep 3:9 For then will | turn to the people a pure language, that they may all call upon the name of 
the LORD, to serve him with one consent. Zep 3:10 From beyond the rivers of Ethiopia my suppliants, 
even the daughter of my dispersed, shall bring mine offering. Zep 3:11 In that day shalt thou not be 
ashamed for all thy doings, wherein thou hast transgressed against me: for then | will take away out 
of the midst of thee them that rejoice in thy pride, and thou shalt no more be haughty because of my 
holy mountain. 


| think God appeared to the men and they were convicted, like Adam and Eve, they were shown 
naked before Him and they fled from his presence. Shame once again worked in men and they hid. | 
think shame will overcome anger as it is a stronger emotion. They were moved by their own shame 
to scatter until the hurt was relieved. 


| will also postulate another reason that men were scattered. The Lord scattered them not that they 
scattered themselves. Let me explain. We often neglect the supernatural in our religion. The 
supernatural is a realm or domain that transcends the observable universe. We at heart are non- 
believers in the supernatural. Yet we are confronted with Jesus and we make an exception for His 
life. We accept resurrection, virgin birth, making blind eyes see, loaves and fishes made from 
apparently nothing, water into wine, walking on water and so on and they fit the narrative, but take 
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them outside of Jesus life and we do not accept them. Why? There is no reason to doubt miracles 
anywhere at any time. 


They are part of our experience of life, our world view which encompasses this world and the world 
to come, the seen and the unseen, the realm of the natural and the realm of the spirit. That is the 
universe in which we believers live. If the Bible says, “the Lord scattered them” we can take it the He 
did. To stop them building the tower the Lord scattered them, sowed them to the wind, so they 
could not completed their act of corporate rebellion. 


How did He do this? It is possible that He picked them up at Babylon and threw them down in other 
parts of the world. The boats that they developed meant that they kept in touch as far as trade 
went, but they were scattered. There is a Biblical precedent for this supernatural movement. 


e Act 8:39 And when they were come up out of the water, the Spirit of the Lord caught away 
Philip, that the eunuch saw him no more: and he went on his way rejoicing. Act 8:40 But 
Philip was found at Azotus: and passing through he preached in all the cities, till he came to 
Caesarea. 

e Eze 8:3 And he put forth the form of an hand, and took me by a lock of mine head; and the 
spirit lifted me up between the earth and the heaven, and brought me in the visions of God to 
Jerusalem, to the door of the inner gate that looketh toward the north; where was the seat 
of the image of jealousy, which provoketh to jealousy. 


The Lord can move man how He will. This will not be provable to the empiricist and we do not argue 
with them. We take it by faith. 


7. The Dispersion and Languages 


God scattered man, but not for the last time and it was to be pattern not just for the world but for 
Israel until the Messiah came. Deu 4:26 | call heaven and earth to witness against you this day, that 
ye shall soon utterly perish from off the land whereunto ye go over Jordan to possess it; ye shall not 
prolong your days upon it, but shall utterly be destroyed. Deu 4:27 And the LORD shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be left few in number among the heathen, whither the LORD shall 
lead you. Deu 4:28 And there ye shall serve gods, the work of men's hands, wood and stone, which 
neither see, nor hear, nor eat, nor smell. Deu 4:29 But if from thence thou shalt seek the LORD thy 
God, thou shalt find him, if thou seek him with all thy heart and with all thy soul. Deu 4:30 When 
thou art in tribulation, and all these things are come upon thee, even in the latter days, if thou turn to 
the LORD thy God, and shalt be obedient unto his voice; 


In trying to unravel what happened at Babel, which | regard as a historic event and not a myth, | am 
making a guess at what happened. No one can be certain as to the exact sequence of events and we 
try to fit in what we think we know, with what records of the past remain to us. This again is a 
matter of interpretation. There are two major philosophies governing the past and they are the 
Evolutionary view of history and the Creationist view of history. Which view fits the evidence best? 
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The Evolutionist does not accept that there is a God and we should note that the evolutonist is also a 
fool. Psa 14:1 ....The fool hath said in his heart, There is no God. They are corrupt, they have done 
abominable works, there is none that doeth good. It is a characteristic of his nature that because he 
rejects God, he becomes in his nature a fool. While the evolutionist sees the same “evidence” he will 
interpret it foolishly. 


Because he does not believe there is a God he will look for different reasons for his origins, namely 
that he came into existence by chance. By chance some atoms got together and replicated, first into 
creatures in the sea, then land animals, then monkeys and then man. He believes this although he 
has no evidence for it. Ask the evolutionist where the first components for life came from and he will 
avoid the question because he does not know. How do atoms know what to do? 


Because the evolutionist thinks or vainly hopes that man evolved from atoms (no changes have been 
observed in man), he must excuse this by inventing a large timescale for it to happen. Dawkins said 
words to the effect that, “we know evolution happened, we just don’t see it”. Really, this is an act of 
faith not a statement of science. So we will always see long ages, uniformitarianism involved with 
evolutionist thinking. It is a form of circular reasoning, we need long ages because we evolved slowly 
and because we evolved slowly we need long ages. 


The evolutionist lives in a universe where neither good nor evil exist, love and beauty have no 
meaning, and in fact it is a meaningless universe because there is no Creator. He strives to attach 
meaning to it but cannot. What is Nietzsche’s justification for claiming that God is a fiction and God 
is dead? The answer lies in the function of the idea of God. According to Nietzsche, the idea of God 
was created to help people handle widespread and seemingly senseless suffering. The ancient 
Israelites, who brought forward the Judeo-Christian God lived in horrible conditions, for many 
generations, they were enslaved, beaten and killed. Under such immense duress it’s perfectly 
reasonable for them to find some reason to explain suffering and hope that those responsible for 
suffering will be punished. So God, according to Nietzsche’s idea, was invented as a way of 
explaining events. 


But without God any morality is acceptable. One man’s view is as good as another, we are all right 
and we are all wrong, which leads to chaos. Welcome to the 21* century and the “do what you like 
society” where law is a social view. This is the world in which the evolutionist lives and strives for 
meaning and it is the antithesis of the Creationist view. 


The Christian viewpoint is one dominated by the scripture and a belief in Christ the Saviour. It gives a 
Universal viewpoint from before Creation to Eternity. It transcends the physical existence and 
extends beyond this life. It shows man fully formed, intellectually and physically, ready for the 
battle with evil at the point of Creation. 


Does the evidence support what it says about the Flood and Babel? Let us see. 


At Babylon, on the plain of Shinar, man was initially of one language and united in his goal of 
“making a name for himself”. We should expect from a Creationist viewpoint, to see evidence of this 
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“one” language and the sudden multiplicity of languages, which we do, all springing from the Indo 
European language. 
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exclusively from mother to offspring through the egg cell. It is sometimes 





called the second Genome. The mitochondrial genome has a_ higher i ochondita 
mutation rate (about 100-fold higher) than the nuclear genome. Because 
the mitochondrial genome is subject to high mutation rates the lack of 
significant worldwide variation is evidence for a young mitochondrial 
genome. Although there has been considerable debate about whether 
paternal mitochondrial DNA (mtDNA) transmission may coexist with 
maternal transmission of mtDNA, it is generally believed that mitochondria ie | 


and mtDNA are exclusively maternally inherited in humans. 
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This shows that the plain of Shinar was a major staging post for the migration to Europe, Africa, Asia 
and America. Some people, the Semitic tribes, stayed in the region. Why? Gen 9:26 And he said, 
Blessed be the LORD God of Shem; and Canaan shall be his servant. Gen 9:27 God shall enlarge 
Japheth, and he shall dwell in the tents of Shem; and Canaan shall be his servant. 
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This suggests that Shem had been allocated a God given birth right and perhaps some of his tribe 
stayed as did Japheth’s children. Shem, from whom the Semites descend, is in the line of the 
Patriarch of Abraham. 


This great “dispersion” takes place within a few years and we see civilisations springing up around 
the world at the same time, suggesting a rapid resettlement of the continents. What the people had 
feared most had come to pass. Gen 11:4........ let us make us a name, lest we be scattered abroad 
upon the face of the whole earth. They were now scattered over the face of the earth. 


We must get away from the idea that it was the same world then as it is now. It was a world coming 
out of an ice age concurrent with the Flood, with sea level much lower than present. You could walk 
across the North Sea area on land, Doggerland. There are many constructions, now flooded, that lie 
150 metres beneath the waves. There were changes in ocean currents as the ice melted and there 
was a change in the growing patterns of crops. The Sahara was green, but either climate or the 
increasing number of men and grazing animals changed it into a desert. It would have been relatively 
easy to journey across it. The Fertile Crescent, as the name says made the plain of Shinar a very 
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attractive place to live and the Indus valley was thriving. From the Sahara to the Americas, it was a 
time of plenty. 


You will note that the spread to the Americas is shown via Asia, because men were considered 
incapable of sailing across the Oceans. Some Christians as well as evolutionists have believed this but 
there is evidence to the contrary. The thought that these “primitives” could not construct sea 
worthy vessels, let alone navigate the boat across oceans has now been proven wrong. 


The maps | have shown show the path taken to America via the polar land bridges for Europe and 
Asia. Yet these routes are quite difficult to cross and there is not a lot to provision people with. Why 
did they not cross the oceans, a more direct route as Thor Heyerdahl suggested? He made the 
journey from North Africa to Barbados on the second attempt, in the reed boat Ra 2. The first boat 
was built by people indigenous to Chad and the second was built by Aymara Indians from Lake 
Titicaca, in the Andes. Reed boats similar to those from ancient Mesopotamia and Egypt were still 
being made by these craftsmen from the Andes and they were superior. 


He had also completed a journey to Easter Island some years before, on a balsa wood raft, Kon-Tiki, 
showing that it was possible for people to navigate the ocean going boats. The sailors were people 
that lived in the Andes, the Incas, showing that complete circumnavigation was possible. 


Reed boats are found in societies all over the world, from Europe (the Varna culture on the Black 
Sea), Mesopotamia (particularly in the southern marshes of Basra), Egypt to Europe and China to 
South America. The humble ‘reed’ was one of God’s gifts to man. It was discovered in Iraq in the 20" 
century, that if you harvested the reed in September, it would float for at least two years. It was 
highly durable, flexible and workable medium. 


How long did it take them to develop this technology and cross the oceans? According to our chart 
above 300 years is a possible time line to achieve migration on a large scale. If you look at just how 
far we have come in 300 years, they could easily have built seaworthy ships. We have portable 
computers in ‘phones, we have travelled in space, we have conquered most diseases, we have 
televisions, we have electricity and lighting, flying around the world is common, but we are still sinful 
man and that is our problem. 


8. A Different World and a Different World View 


When you go back into pre-history you generally see a secular map of the earth looking very much 
as it does today, but is this so? Following the flood there was an “ice age”. Let John D Morris PhD 
explain: 


The Ice Age has been a longstanding problem for uniformitarian thinking, with many 
unsolved mysteries. No mere tweaking of today's climate conditions would cause such a 
catastrophe. A creationist model based on the revealed events of Scripture, however, 
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offers a possible answer. The great Flood of Noah's day accomplished a complete 
reworking of earth's surface and an alteration of all its hydrologic and meteorologic 
systems. 


The key to the Ice Age was temperature - not cold, but warm. Ice comes from snow, and 
snow from moisture in the air, which in turn comes through evaporation, which comes 
from warm water. The Flood oceans were quite warm due to the introduction of huge 
volumes of superheated water from the "fountains of the great deep" (Genesis 7:11) 
and frictional heating by shifting continents, etc. 


Warmer water evaporates much more rapidly than cold. The immediate post-Flood time 
was marked by frequent major storms fed by excessive evaporation. Polar ice caps built 
up as water vapour condensed and fell as snow. Pressure packed it into ice, which 
spread as glaciers. The earth was not completely frozen, but the polar ice caps were 
much larger then. Large-scale volcanism in the Flood's latter stages clouded the 
atmosphere with volcanic dust, reflecting solar radiation back into space. This prohibited 
snow and ice from melting. 


The Ice Age commenced and continued until the oceans gave up their excess heat and 
the atmosphere cleared. Water trapped as ice on the continents lowered the sea level 
by an estimated four to six hundred feet, no doubt exposing the continental shelves. 
During the Ice Age, all the continents were probably connected by land bridges. 


What happened when the Ice Age ended? The volume of ice returned to liquid form and 
re-entered the ocean, raising sea level and drowning all areas near the ocean. Today, we 
find numerous remains of civilisations that evidently had been built in coastal areas soon 
after the Flood. 


In recent years such ruins were found in the Black Sea, leading many to speculate that 
Noah's Flood was responsible. But this could not be. Ignored were waterborne 
sediments thousands of feet thick underneath the Black Sea that are the legacy of 
Noah's Flood. The ruins were built after Noah, but were inundated by major flooding as 
the rising Ice Age melt water overtopped the natural dam near today’s Istanbul. A 
similar scenario explains the Mediterranean Sea. The rising waters breeched the "dam" 
at Gibraltar and flooded a low-lying floodplain with inland lakes. Great Britain was part 
of Europe. The Hudson Bay was dry. Large islands in the Pacific were connected with the 
mainland. 


Genesis 10:25 states that in Peleg's day "was the earth divided." This certainly could not 
imply that in Peleg's day the Atlantic Ocean was opened up, for this would have caused 
another flood to rival Noah's. Perhaps what Scripture is saying is that in Peleg's day the 
Ice Age ended, increasing the volume of water in the oceans, raising sea level, drowning 
land bridges, and "dividing" the continents. 
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In July 1942, two B-17 bombers and six P-38 fighters were en-route from the United States to Great 
Britain via Greenland and Iceland. After encountering a severe snowstorm all eight planes were 
forced to make an emergency landing in southeast Greenland. The pilots were rescued but the 
planes were abandoned and eventually buried beneath years of accumulating snow and ice. 


The first P-38 was recovered from the ice back in August 1992. Dubbed “Glacier Girl”, it was restored 
to flight-worthy status and quickly became famous. Glacier Girl was recovered from more than 260 
feet of ice that had accumulated in just fifty years. That this much ice had accumulated in just fifty 
years demonstrated that ice sheets can accumulate very quickly. Some Biblical critics think the deep 
Greenland ice cores present an unanswerable argument for an old Earth, so creationists were 
understandably excited about the Glacier Girl discovery. 


The map of the earth looked different as a result of this changing icescape and the climate was 
different also. The Sahara was “green” with lakes and savannah. This extended to the “fertile” 
crescent, Egypt and India, to China and to the high Andes. When Joshua got to the Promised Land 
some 2,500 years ago it was still “a land flowing with milk and honey”. 
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But where was Christ in all of this? It is at this juncture in History that Christianity gets out of 
synchronisation, out of step and becomes a myth, a fable to explain the origins of culture. Christ no 
longer seems relevant and to these young communities He definitely is not relevant. We begin to ask 
ourselves some awkward questions like, if He is God, surely He does not neglect them and reject 
their worship? If men are to be saved, then with so little knowledge it is unfair to be harsh on them 
and so a little leniency would not be out of place, an overlooking of sin or some sins to give them a 
fighting chance of getting in the kingdom. If men do not know the will of God then it is unfair to 
judge them by it? Is this so? 


Let us go back and again hold fast to the principles which we have learned. 
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1. God created man for His glory. Isaiah 43:7 - [Even] every one that is called by my name: for | 
have created him for my glory, | have formed him; yea, | have made him. That means that 
man is created to Glorify God not God to glorify man. 

2. The devil encouraged man to disobey and he has constantly perverted the way of man. Rev 
12:9 And the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, which 
deceiveth the whole world: he was cast out into the earth, and his angels were cast out with 
him. 

3. The consequence of evil is that a believer is engaged in a battle which transcends this world. 
Eph 6:12 For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high 
places. Even when mankind cannot see evil it is present. 

4. Man in consequence of original sin is subjected to death. Rom 5:12 Wherefore, as by one 
man sin entered into the world, and death by sin; and so death passed upon all men, for that 
all have sinned: 

5. That consequence is a judicial sentence of death. Rom 6:23 For the wages of sin is death; but 
the gift of God is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. All the people that stood on the 
plain of Shinar at Babylon had the death sentence upon them. 

6. The immorality and apostasy cry out to heaven. Rom 1:18 God’s anger is revealed from 
heaven against every ungodly and immoral thing people do as they try to suppress the truth 
by their immoral living. Rom 1:19 What can be known about God is clear to them because he 
has made it clear to them. GW. The immorality and suppression of the truth at Babylon does 
not elicit any sympathy for those people. 

7. It was no excuse to say that they did not know, they did but they perverted the truth. Rom 
1:20 From the creation of the world, God's invisible qualities, his eternal power and divine 
nature, have been clearly observed in what he made. As a result, people have no excuse. Rom 
1:21 They knew God but did not praise and thank him for being God. Instead, their thoughts 
were pointless, and their misguided minds were plunged into darkness. GW. 

8. Not only did those men pervert the truth, they were in turn perverted. Rom 1:22 While 
claiming to be wise, they became fools. Rom 1:23 They exchanged the glory of the immortal 
God for statues that looked like mortal humans, birds, animals, and snakes. Rom 1:24 For 
this reason God allowed their lusts to control them. As a result, they dishonour their bodies 
by sexual perversion with each other. GW. 

9. So wicked are the people they encourage others to do as they do. Rom 1:32 Although they 
know God's judgment that those who do such things deserve to die, they not only do these 
things but also approve of others who do them. GW. 


We have answered the questions that we raised. Man is a rotten rebel. We should see in the 
cultures that he sets up signs of this rebellion and we do. We see that the search for God centred in 
the study of the Heavens, worship of animals and things made with their hands. 


They used some very clever technology which has not been understood by this generation, made 
some massive Temples and Pyramids and had logistics far in advance of some cultures today. They 
had cities with drainage, sanitation and food storage which far exceeded the quality of our medieval 
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cities. They possessed the knowledge of medicines, surgical operations, mathematics, hydrology, 
agriculture, astronomy and writing. This all accords perfectly with the Christian view of man’s 
Creation that he did not evolve but was made in God’s image with mature ability. He has been the 
subject of entropy ever since and gets worse by the generation. 


But before you get carried away thinking that they were a truly great and good people living on the 
Earth at that time, think again. The confusion of technology and its cleverness, with religion and 
belief is easily done and it is a mistake. 


During Queen Victoria’s reign the British Empire was the greatest in the world at the time, governing 
a quarter of the world’s population. It governed Egypt and India, two of the scattered civilisations of 
Babylon. It had accomplished more than any other country in technology, it was a world leader in 
medicine and surgery, it boasted a wealth of intellect, but the moral collapse was present. It had a 
state church that harboured and embraced the teachings of Darwin and Galton, who debased the 
image of God and replaced it by evolution and at the same time Christ was attacked in the churches 
by Higher Criticism. It even started the first concentration camp in South Africa. 


In pre-world war two Germany excelled in technology and science but was a moral graveyard, full of 
dead men’s bones. Under the Nazis Darwin came to fruition and the country spawning Higher 
Criticism, set out to devastate humanity by its anti-Semitic policies, T4 programme of racial hygiene, 
a euphemism for killing the handicapped among a host of other cruelties. The Americans who were 
party to the eugenics movement are the modern successor to these Empires. The country that put a 
man on the moon, civilised America, kills 800 black babies a day with parental consent. 2,362 per 
day might be a better number and leaving out the “black” word might make you a little more ‘woke’. 
But life does not matter compared with corporate goals. Those who equate technology and craft 
with civilisation and godliness are plain wrong. 


We might praise these men of Babylon for doing so well, but they are still rebels against God, 
fighting a war against Him. We should disabuse ourselves of the notion that they were “good” 
because they did such things and that we should excuse them their ignorance of the nature of God. 
They knew full well what they were up against. Rom 1:22 While claiming to be wise, they became 
fools. Rom 1:23 They exchanged the glory of the immortal God for statues that looked like mortal 
humans, birds, animals, and snakes. Rom 1:24 For this reason God allowed their lusts to control 
them. As a result, they dishonour their bodies by sexual perversion with each other. GW. 


We should expect to see skills and craftsmanship in a man created in the image of God, not an ape 
aimlessly hitting a stone. But skill and craftsmanship are different than the thought of a perverted 
intellect. 


So with this in mind and we will remind ourselves of it again and again, we shall look at this ancient 
world from which Abraham sprang. Christ was very much a part of it. Having overseen the building 
of the new world out of the chaos of the old, we find He has been rejected. Stephen would have 
summed up this generation in Babylon perfectly. Act 7:51 Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart 
and ears, ye do always resist the Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye. Act 7:52 Which of the 
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prophets have not your fathers persecuted? and they have slain them which shewed before of the 
coming of the Just One; of whom ye have been now the betrayers and murderers: Act 7:53 Who have 
received the law by the disposition of angels, and have not kept it. 


These proto-Babylonians thought to reach heaven, but heaven came down to them. Gen 11:4 And 
they said, Go to, let us build us a city and a tower, whose top may reach unto heaven; and let us 
make us a name, lest we be scattered abroad upon the face of the whole earth. Gen 11:5 And the 
LORD came down to see the city and the tower, which the children of men builded. Gen 11:6 And the 
LORD said, Behold, the people is one, and they have all one language; and this they begin to do: and 
now nothing will be restrained from them, which they have imagined to do. Gen 11:7 Go to, let us go 
down, and there confound their language, that they may not understand one another's speech. 


This is the people who we will see in the past around the world and this is the people that we see 
today. It is more of the same through every generation and we should make no excuses for them.

There was one more thing about them which we should not overlook. This was the event which put 
the whole earth under Satan’s dominion and well did he say to the Lord Jesus. Luk 4:5 And the devil, 
taking him up into an high mountain, shewed unto him all the kingdoms of the world in a moment of 
time. Luk 4:6 And the devil said unto him, All this power will | give thee, and the glory of them: for 
that is delivered unto me; and to whomsoever | will | give it. 


The “scattering” over the earth was an attempt to put Satan’s flag in every outpost of the world. It 
was setting the stage for the grand battle with evil. The scattering of men was the counterpart of the 
Great Commission of Christ. Mar 16:15 And he said unto them, Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature. Babel was Satan’s attempt to evangelise the world with another 
Gospel. 
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Rev 16:14 For they are the spirits of devils, working miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the 
earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the battle of that great day of God Almighty. 


9. Egyptian Empire Reaching for the Stars 


The ‘rebel alliance’ are scattered on the plains of Shinar because of their rebellion against Christ. It is 
no use saying they did not know Him, they did and this is the result. Some might ask the question, 
“Why does Christ hide from people, why did He not reveal Himself to all and give them a chance?” 
This is a response which came many centuries later from Jesus Himself: 


Joh 7:3 His brethren therefore said unto him, Depart hence, and go into Judaea, that thy disciples 
also may see the works that thou doest. Joh 7:4 For there is no man that doeth any thing in secret, 
and he himself seeketh to be known openly. If thou do these things, shew thyself to the world. Joh 
7:5 For neither did his brethren believe in him. Joh 7:6 Then Jesus said unto them, My time is not yet 
come: but your time is alway ready. Joh 7:7 The world cannot hate you; but me it hateth, because | 
testify of it, that the works thereof are evil. 


There are a number of reasons He gives. Firstly, | think that | can hear the devils oily voice bleating 
out, “If thou do these things, shew thyself to the world”. \t is another attempt to get Him to show 
Himself before His time. Like the temptation of Christ, it was going against God’s Word. Mat 4:8 
Again, the devil taketh him up into an exceeding high mountain, and sheweth him all the kingdoms of 
the world, and the glory of them; Mat 4:9 And saith unto him, All these things will | give thee, if thou 
wilt fall down and worship me. He reveals Himself in Gods good time and for now, that is when He 
comes in Glory. 


Secondly, His “time is not yet come”. There is a precise moment that He will show Himself and there 
is nothing that we can do about it. Luk 11:2. when ye pray, say, Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done, as in heaven, so in earth. It is the 
second petition of the Lord’s Prayer, but like the rebels at Babylon, | do not think many look forward 
to it, even some “Christians”. 


Thirdly, and perhaps most importantly, a great truth, which we do well to note, “me it hateth”. It is a 
nice thought when people say, “Ah, if only God would give man a chance” but from Jesus lips comes 
this rebuke. He is hated and as He is hated, so are His people, 1Jn 3:13 Marvel not, my brethren, if 
the world hate you. This is no surprise! Look where the descendents of these people are today, they 
have not changed a bit. This is from “Open Doors” magazine (2021): 


“Christian families in northern Vietnam have been denied aid by local authorities 
because of their faith. “You are Christians and your God will take care of your family!” 
officials told them. “The government is not responsible for your families!” In Egypt, 
3,000 Christians have been left without a church, after their building was illegally 
demolished by local Muslim extremists. But the church does not respond in kind. In Sri 
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Lanka, a church was attacked last September, but has provided food for its neighbours, 
including attackers. “They did not have to help us, but they did. Why did we do so much 
against them?” They did it because they hated Jesus.” 


The first of these ancient civilisations we shall look at is Egypt. The Egyptians came from Ham’s son 
Mizraim, Gen 10:6 And the sons of Ham; Cush, and Mizraim, and Phut, and Canaan. 


It was Ham’s eldest son Cush and his descendants who went on to settle in what today is modern 
Africa. We see a possible reference to their darker skin in the Prophet Jeremiah’s rhetorical 
question: “Can the Ethiopian change his skin?” (Jeremiah 13:23). The Hebrew word translated 
Ethiopian is “kusi,” a Cushite. But with the modern Egyptian DNA suggesting an African origin, it left 
the impression that the Bible was wrong. 


However, that recently changed, when geneticists from the Max Planck Institute for the Science of 
Human History (MPI) did DNA testing of ancient Egyptian mummies to determine their origin. 
Because of Egypt’s hot weather and ancient Egyptian embalming practices, DNA testing of mummy 
skin and tissue has proved challenging. However, led by Johannes Kraus, MPI was able to derive 90 
DNA samples after testing skull bones of 151 mummies dated from 1388 BC to 426 AD. 


They were stunned by what they found. According to Krause, these ancient Egyptians “have almost 
zero sub-Saharan African Ancestry.” Ancient Egyptians were very much different from their modern 
counterparts. Based on the DNA, Krause said ancient Egyptians were more closely related to East 
Asians and Europeans than to modern Egyptians. This would fit the Biblical description on the origins 
of the ancient Egyptians. Krause suspects that the modern Egyptians gained their Sub-African DNA 
sometime after the Romans came to power. 


Egyptologist and historian Margaret Bunson defines ancient Egyptian agriculture as "the science and 
practice of the ancient Egyptians from pre-dynastic times that enabled them to transform an expanse 
of semiarid land into rich fields after each inundation of the Nile". In this, she is referring to the 
yearly flooding of the Nile River which rose over its banks to deposit nutrient-rich soil on the land 
allowing for the cultivation of crops. Without the inundation Egyptian culture could not have taken 
hold in the Nile River Valley and their civilisation would never have been established. So important 
was the Nile flood that scholars believe many, if not most of the best known Egyptian myths, are 
linked to or directly inspired by this event. The story of the death and resurrection of the god Osiris 
for example, is thought to have initially been an allegory for the life-giving inundation of the Nile and 
numerous gods throughout Egypt's history are directly or indirectly linked to the river's flood. 


So fertile were the fields of Egypt that, in a good season, they produced enough food to feed every 
person in the country abundantly for a year and still have surplus, which was stored in state-owned 
granaries and used in trade or saved for leaner times, a hark back to Joseph. A bad growing season 
was always the result of a shallow inundation by the Nile, no matter the amount of rainfall or what 
other factors came into play. 
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The Egyptians maintained a largely vegetarian diet. Meat was expensive and could not last long as 
there was no concept of refrigeration, and so was primarily reserved for nobility, the wealthy and for 
festivals and special occasions. Animals used for meat included cattle, lambs, sheep, goats, poultry 
and for the nobles, antelope killed in the hunt. Pigs were regularly eaten in Lower Egypt while 
shunned (along with anyone associated with them) in Upper Egypt during certain periods. Fish was 
the most common food of the lower classes but considered unclean by many upper-class Egyptians; 
priests, for example, were forbidden to eat fish. The staple crops of ancient Egypt were emmer (a 
wheat-grain), chickpeas and lentils, lettuce, onions, garlic, sesame, corn, barley, papyrus, flax, the 
castor oil plant and during the period of the New Kingdom (c. 1570-1069 BC) at Thebes, the opium 


poppy. 


Opium was used for medicinal purposes and recreation, from as early as c. 3400 BC in Sumeria, 
where the Mesopotamians referred to it as ‘Hul Gil’ (‘the joy plant') and cultivation of the poppy 
passed on to other cultures such as the Assyrian and Egyptian. By the time of the New Kingdom the 
opium trade was quite lucrative and contributed to the great wealth of the city of Thebes. 


Papyrus was used for a number of products. Although it is most commonly recognized as the raw 
material for paper, papyrus was also used to make sandals, rope, material for dolls, boxes, baskets, 
mats, window shades, as a food source and even to make small fishing boats. The castor oil plant was 
crushed and used for lamp oil and also as a tonic. Flax was used for rope and clothing and sometimes 
in the manufacture of footwear. 


Among the most important crops was the emmer which went into the production of beer, the most 
popular drink in Egypt and bread, a daily staple of the Egyptian diet. When Rome annexed Egypt after 
30 B.C. wheat production gradually declined in favour of the cultivation of grapes because the 
Romans favoured wine over beer. Prior to the coming of Rome however, emmer was probably the 
most important crop regularly grown in Egypt after papyrus. 


Women are not conventionally illustrated ploughing, sowing or looking after the animals in the fields, 
but they are shown providing refreshments for the labourers, while gleaning was an approved female 
outdoor activity recorded in several tomb scenes; women and children follow the official harvesters 
and pick up any ears of corn which have been left behind. Of equal or perhaps greater importance 
were the small-scale informal transactions conducted between women, with one wife for example, 
simply agreeing to swap a jug of her homemade beer for her neighbour's excess fish. This type of 
exchange, which formed the basis of the Egyptian economy, allowed the careful housewife to 
convert her surplus directly into useable goods, just as her husband was able to exchange his labour 
for his daily bread. 


One of the seven ancient wonders of the world, the great pyramids of Giza, exhibits marvellous feats 
of architecture. The Giza complex consists of three large pyramids built for the pharaohs Khufu, 
Khafre and Menkaure. The grand structures were built between 2589 BC and 2504 BC. How they 
were built has been a source of debate. 
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The pyramids are part of the Giza Necropolis that also 
houses the Great Sphinx, smaller pyramids for queens 
and several complexes for the workers. Historians agree 
there was an immense amount of labour involved; 
technical ingenuity and skill that went into the pyramids 
which helped the structures remain standing today. 


Khufu's pyramid, known as the great pyramid of Giza, is 
the oldest and largest, rising at 481 feet (146 meters). 
Archaeologists say it was the tallest structure in the 
world for about 3, 800 years. The sphinx is a 73.5-meter 
(241 ft.) long monument built during the reign of 
Khafra. The creature is a mythical being commonly 
found in Greek, Egyptian and even South Asian ancient 
architecture. 


Khafre and Menkaure’s pyramids are much smaller and 





simpler in design than Khufu’s massive structure, 
possibly by design as they imitate the 3 stars in Orion’s belt and are laid out in the same magnitude 
and orientation. | When first built the 
pyramids were covered in white limestone 
much of which eroded over the years. 
Contrary to popular depictions the Egyptian 
pyramids were not built by large groups of 
slaves or prisoners many historians say. 
Egyptians were employed and archaeologists 
estimate the workers would have had to set 
a 2.5 to 15 ton block every two and a half 
minutes to finish Khufu’s pyramid in about 


30 years. Xian Giza Teotihuacan, Orion 
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was to house the king’s body after death. 





The Giza pyramids have elaborate tunnel systems inside containing gold and other objects Egyptians 
thought would be useful in the afterlife. 


The ancient Egyptian’s attitude towards death was influenced by their belief in immortality. They 
regarded death as a temporary interruption rather than the cessation of life. To ensure the continuity 
of life after death people paid homage to the gods, both during and after their life on earth. 


The Journey through the underworld started with the deceased’s spirit having to contend with gods, 
strange creatures and gatekeepers to reach Osiris and the Hall of Final Judgment. Here they would 
plead their case for entry into the afterlife. Osiris was the god and chief judge of the underworld. He 
was also god of vegetation and the annual Nile flood and was closely associated with death, 
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resurrection and fertility. The ancient Egyptians believed him to be 
a dead king, a former ruler who had been miraculously restored to 
life after being murdered by his brother Seth. For this reason he 
came to symbolise the hope for eternal life that every Egyptian 
held. 


Once the journey through the underworld is complete, the 
deceased reach the Hall of Final Judgment. Judgment involved a 
two-part process:

Part 1: standing before the 42 divine judges. Here they stood before 
42 divine judges and pleaded their innocence of any wrongdoing 
during their lifetime. The Book of the Dead provided them with the 
correct words to use for each of the judges, ensuring that they 
would pass this part of the judgement process even if they had not 





been completely innocent. 


Part 2: weighing the heart. The second part of the judgement process was the ‘Weighing of the 
Heart’ ceremony. The heart, which contained a record of all the deceased’s actions in life, was 
weighed against the feather of the goddess Ma’at. This feather was the symbol for truth and justice 
and helped determine whether the deceased person had indeed been virtuous. If the heart was 
found to be heavier than the feather, it was fed to Ammut, the ‘Devourer’ and the soul was cast into 
darkness. If the scales were balanced, the deceased had passed the test and was taken before Osiris 
who welcomed them into the afterlife. For those who were concerned about this test, they could 
recite the spell (usually Spell 30B from the Book of the Dead) inscribed on their heart scarab amulet 
to prevent their heart from ‘betraying’ them. 


The Afterlife was conceived of as life in the Field of Rushes or Field of Reeds and was a reflection of 
the real world they had just left with blue skies, rivers and boats for travel, gods and goddesses to 
worship and fields and crops that needed to be ploughed and harvested. The dead were granted a 
plot of land in the Field of Reeds and were expected to maintain it, either by performing the labour 
themselves or getting their shabtis to work for them. Shabtis (small statuettes) were often supplied 
with agricultural tools such as baskets and hoes and were often lead by a foreman or overseer (who 
appeared after about 1000 BC), who carried a flail instead of tools. 


Now why had the Egyptians developed the set of beliefs that they held? Where did they get them 
from? They were obviously highly intelligent, thoughtful, seemingly rational, capable of great 
organisation and they clearly worked together to achieve wonderful buildings and their architecture 
was without parallel. What made an intellectually advanced people hold on to an afterlife which 
they had not seen, a pantheon of gods which they had not seen, the process of embalming to get 
the body ready for the journey into the afterlife which they did not know existed and all the ritual 
necessary to enter the “field of reeds”? What gave them belief? 
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10. The Technology to Cross Oceans 


The question that | raised was “Where did the Egyptians get their ideas on death and the afterlife?” 
It seems strange to us that there were so many different ideas out there and that they should 
choose that one. Isn’t it obvious “who” they got their ideas from? Have you forgotten “who” we are 
really up against? 


Rev 12:9 And the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, which 
deceiveth the whole world: he was cast out into the earth, and his angels were cast out with him. 


The term world means “the inhabited earth” (Greek oikoumene). It comes from two words and 
originally meant “to occupy a house”. It is very appropriate because it implies more than a malign 
influence in the world, but an influence in the house of mankind. Satan’s ideas may contain the 
dregs of truth, but they are none less the dregs, a lie and he does this for a purpose. 


He is a killer, from the beginning of man’s existence to the end of time. Joh 10:10 The thief cometh 
not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to destroy: | am come that they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly. He is out to kill you, to destroy you utterly. 1Pe 5:8 Be sober, be 
vigilant; because your adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour: He is not a myth, some bad pussy cat that you can play with, he is a Lion and just as a Lion 
could snap your neck, so you must be constantly aware of his presence. 


We do not hear much of the devil, or of his works and he is pleased that we have gone off blaming 
other things for the ills of our society. One of his great deceits is that he does not even exist. We of 
course see no physical difference between those who believe and those who do not and we miss a 
trick, because we assess the outward. We become close friends with them, perhaps they are the 
members of our own family, people we implicitly trust, but they are the very people who work for 
satan. 


We worked for satan once and we must not forget it. Eph 2:2 Wherein in time past ye walked 
according to the course of this world, according to the prince of the power of the air, the spirit that 
now worketh in the children of disobedience: Eph 2:3 Among whom also we all had our conversation 
in times past in the lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the desires of the flesh and of the mind; and were by 
nature the children of wrath, even as others. This makes it very clear that all men are governed by 
satan until Christ comes into their lives. 


All mankind is held in the grip of satan until Christ redeems them. Every single one of them, and to 
this end Christ came. 1J/n 3:8 He that committeth sin is of the devil; for the devil sinneth from the 
beginning. For this purpose the Son of God was manifested, that he might destroy the works of the 
devil. 


When we look at mankind, we must see this in his history all the way through from the beginning, in 
the generations at Babylon and in the generations that came from them that peopled the earth. The 
people before us now, the Egyptians, the Incas, the Chinese, the Indus valley inhabitants and the 
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Sumerians, all are filled with sin. But that does not stop them from achieving great things or doing 
what seems to be good things. They are however all rebels at heart. 
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The misguided Egyptians thought that heaven was under the sway of god’s who gave out eternal life 
in the “field of reeds” and this suited satan who supplied the lie. But it did not stop them from 
pursuing this life, which they did with vigour. They developed boats, wooden boats and reed boats. 
The reed boat was extraordinary flexible and durable and was the vessel of choice for sea going 
voyages. Remember that the Sahara was not a desert then and crossing that vast distance to the 
Atlantic Ocean was not so terrible. 


It took until the 20" century for someone to show that it was possible for the ancient people to cross 
the seas. The voyage of Ra begins with Thor Heyerdahl visiting Easter Island (Kon-Tiki expedition) 
and discovering depictions of reed boats with masts and sails. He subsequently wanted to show that 
prehistoric civilisations, on both sides of the Atlantic, could have been in contact with each other by 
means of reed boats. In planning his vessel Heyerdahl examined representations of reed boats as 
found depicted in Egyptian pre-dynastic rock and ceramic art and from Pharaonic tomb art and 
models. As a result features such as an upturned prow and stern and a bipod mast were 
incorporated in the design. A cabin and steering oars were also added. 


The boat was constructed by a small crew from Central Africa who had experience building smaller 
vessels of papyrus for use on their native Lake Chad. When completed the boat was then 
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transported to the Moroccan port of Safi where it was christened "Ra". The name "Ra" was chosen 
to symbolize the solar worship predominate in many ancient civilisations. Even the name "Ra" itself 
survives as the name of the sun god across the oceans in certain areas, including in the Pacific. 


After launching the Ra experienced some anxious moments as it traversed the 
African coast but once far out at sea, the ship proved exceptionally capable of 
handling the elements. Papyrus experts such as Hassan Ragab of the "Ragab 
Papyrus Institute" predicted that the Ra would sink in several weeks, yet the 
ship remained afloat. The natural buoyancy of the reeds and the wash- 
through nature of its decks allowed the ship to ride the waves as comfortably 
as a duck ona lake. A decision to cut what proved to be a crucial line between 
the prow and the deck caused the stern to sink and the ship to increasingly list 
to one side. After almost two months afloat and with a hurricane approaching, 
the Ra was abandoned at sea frustratingly short close to its goal, still floating 
but nearly uninhabitable. 


Heyerdahl, however was not discouraged. A year later, with valuable lessons 
learned, an improved design and with the assistance of reed boat builders from South America, this 
time he commissioned four Aymara Indians from Lake Titicaca to build the reed vessel. Reed boats 
similar to those from ancient Mesopotamia and Egypt were still being made by craftsmen from this 
area in the Andes Mountains. Ra II sailed forth from Safi and this time successfully crossed the 
Atlantic in 57 days. After its voyage the ship remained seaworthy and intact without a single reed 
being lost. 


The “experts” said it was not possible, the reeds would dissolve, they would find no fish in the 
middle of the ocean, among many other things, so we must, as we have seen be careful of experts. 
Thor Hyerdahl did more than the experts, he showed practically that it was possible to cross the 
Atlantic. Let him explain: 


Early writers, such as A. Fornander, S.P. Smith, W. J. Perry, and E. Best, writing around 
the beginning of this century, all strongly argued that there was ample evidence that 
Polynesia and especially Easter Island, had been originally settled by migrants from 
Egypt, Mesopotamia, or some other centre within the ancient high-culture area of the 
eastern Mediterranean. 


These early Polynesianists pointed out that striking correspondences were 
concentrated within these two antipodal areas, such as fitted megalithic masonry, 
stepped temple pyramids, monolithic statues, mummification, trepanation, priest- 
kings, royal brother-sister marriage, a calendar system, genealogies, gods of solar 
lineage, and hieroglyphic tablets. It was invariably stated that the hypothetical 
migration from the eastern Mediterranean to Polynesia had crossed India or the Indian 
Ocean, the Indonesian Archipelago, either Australia with Melanesia or Micronesia, 
and, finally, all of Polynesia, to settle ultimately on Easter Island. 
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It is only on this last little island, off the coast of South America, that script and all the rest of 
the culture elements parallel to the eastern Mediterranean have been found. Since no traces 
could be found in the vast continental and oceanic territories purportedly traversed by these 
migrants, it was very easy for more cautious, subsequent scholars to dismiss these early 
Diffusionist theories as geographically and chronologically untenable. 


Yet, such early Diffusionist discoveries, as the fact that certain important gods and place names 
in ancient Egypt and Mesopotamia survive in Polynesia, made a lasting impression on 
Polynesianist literature. For example, the sun and the sun god were known and worshipped as 
Ra in ancient Egypt, while Ra was the name of the sun on all the hundreds of islands of 
Polynesia. 


Another example is that consistent Polynesian traditions speak of Uru as an important tribal 
and place name in their original, extra-Polynesian homeland, which was interpreted as a 
reference to the ancient Mesopotamian culture centre of Ur. Although the early theories of 
direct migrations from Ur and Egypt were dismissed by most scholars, the idea that the ancient 
cultures of the eastern Mediterranean or Arabian worlds figure indistinctly somewhere in the 
lost origins of the Polynesian people has never completely lost its grip on the Polynesianist 
subconscious. 


A glance at a globe will show that Easter Island is closer to Mesopotamia by way of the Atlantic 
than by way of the Pacific and Indian Oceans. The only unavoidable way-station along the 
Atlantic route is tropical America and here, in the high-culture area from Mexico to Peru, are 
to be found all the aforementioned Mediterranean-Polynesian culture elements of which no 
traces exist along the semi-global Indo-Pacific route. In fact, the legendary Polynesian name, 
Uru is also the name of the ancient and important Indian tribe dwelling now on Peru's Lake 
Titicaca and assumed to have formerly inhabited the entire area from the megalithic ruins of 
Tiahuanaco down to the Pacific coast. 


At the time of the Spanish Conquest the Uru were the principal reed-boat builders on Lake 
Titicaca, living in fact on floating islands of totora reed. The very same reed, a characteristic 
South American species had been brought by man to Easter Island and planted in the local 
fresh-water lakes for the purpose of building the same boats of the same material as those of 
the Uru Indians. And according to Easter Island tradition, the god who brought this exotic 
fresh-water reed to the island was called Uru. 


Two of the world's major marine conveyors, what we earlier termed the Columbus Route in 
the Atlantic and the Mendana Route in the Pacific, lead straight from the Mediterranean world 
to Polynesia with the Isthmus of Panama posing only modest terrestrial interference to 
downwind conveyor passengers. In fact Mendana the first European to set foot in Polynesia, 
had sailed from the Mediterranean world and crossed the Isthmus of Panama on foot to reach 
Polynesia by way of Peru. 
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The first major civilisation South America was in the Norte Cicho region, in Peru. Lake Titicaca was 
the place where their creation stories come from, about which we shall examine later. Pedro Cieza 
de Leon was a Spanish conquistador and chronicler of Peru. He is known primarily for his history and 
description of Peru, Crénicas del Peru. He wrote this book in four parts, but only the first was 
published during his lifetime; the remaining sections were not published until the 19th and 20th 
centuries. Writing of the period 'before the rule of the Incas in these realms and even before they 
were known’, says the period of barbarism ended with the appearance of the personification of the 
sun on the Island of Titicaca: 


And immediately after this event, they tell that from the south [of Cuzco] there came and 
stayed a white man of tall stature, who in his appearance and person, showed great authority 
and veneration. . . . In many places they tell how he gave rules to men how they should live, 
and that he spoke lovingly to them with much kindness, admonishing them that they should be 
good with each other and not do any harm or injury, but that instead they should love each 
other and show charity. In most places they generally call him Ticciviracocha . . . In many parts 
temples were built to him, in which they placed stone statues in his likeness. . . 


The chronicler Betanzos, who took part in the discovery of Peru, recorded: When | asked the 
Indians what shape this Viracocha had when their ancestors had thus seen him, they said that 
according to the information they possessed, he was a tall man with a white vestment that reached 
to his feet and that this vestment had a girdle and that he carried his hair short with a tonsure on 
the head in the manner of a priest and that he walked solemnly and that he carried in his hands a 
certain thing which today seems to remind them of the breviary that the priests carry in their 
hands. And this is the account | received on this subject, according to what the Indians told me.... 


There is no clear agreement as to where Con-Tici Viracocha came from however. The chronicler 
Andgaoya, who also took part in the conquest, wrote: There is no record of whence he came, except 
that Viracocha, in the language of the people, means 'Foam of the Sea’. He was a white and bearded 
man like a Spaniard. The natives of Cuzco, seeing his great valour, took it for something divine and 
received him as their chief. 


Viracocha or Con Tici Virachocha, is the creator of this civilisation in the high Andes. The very name 
Con-Tici Viracocha, is a composite of three names for the same white and bearded deity. In pre-Inca 
times, he was known as Con on the coast of Peru and as Tici or Ticci in the highlands, but when Inca 
rule and the Inca language (Quechua) spread to encompass the entire territory, the Incas recognized 
that the names Con and Ticci referred to the same deity as the one they themselves called 
Viracocha. 


The tribe known as the Incas as we shall see, carried with them some truth as to the creation, but 
the devil leads them into darkness as always. 
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11. From Egypt to South America 


Why mention Babel if the story is not true, why not remain silent about it? By the same token, why 
mention it if it is true? It is one of the three Biblical stories around earth’s history that create 
incredulity and in consequence unbelief. They are, The Creation account, The Flood of Noah, and the 
story of Babylon and are all writ large. | am sure that more nominal believers would be apparent in 
the churches and the Christian religion would be less controversial from the science perspective, if 
the Lord had cut these stories from the Bible and started it from Abraham. But He did not and they 
are included to test your faith. Do you believe in Babel or not? 


The people of the world spread from Babylon and with them “the sin which does so easily beset”. It 
clings to them and they cannot escape it despite the distance from Babylon. All of the very ancient 
religions believed in a judgement, whether final or personal and so they strove to be just people 
when they came to judgement. The Egyptians believed, as we saw, that the heart, which contained a 
record of all the deceased’s actions in life was weighed against the feather of the goddess Ma’at. 
This feather was the symbol for truth and justice and helped determine whether the deceased 
person had indeed been virtuous. A heart made heavy by sin outweighed the feather of Ma'at and 
was devoured by the monstrous Ammit, the 'Devourer of Souls’. This was of course the devil and 
since all sin must be forgiven by Christ, the Egyptians were utterly deceived. 


The universal revelation of judgement to come had been given to all men in nature. Everything dies 
and is harvested to the fire, so they were without excuse, but the devil had other ideas, Rev 12:9 And 
the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth the 
whole world: he was cast out into the earth, and his angels were cast out with him. The deceit was 
almost complete except for the glimmer of hope in a few individuals, kept burning until the 
Revelation was complete in the Messiah. 


You ask why it took so long, why so many individuals were deceived and not more saved? | tell you 
why, they had the light of nature and rejected it and it was God’s plan, who alone saves men, to save 
a remnant, and a remnant only. 


Rom 9:26 And it shall come to pass, that in the place where it was said unto them, Ye are not my 
people; there shall they be called the children of the living God. Rom 9:27 Esaias also crieth 
concerning Israel, Though the number of the children of Israel be as the sand of the sea, a remnant 
shall be saved: Rom 9:28 For he will finish the work, and cut it short in righteousness: because a 
short work will the Lord make upon the earth. 


This seems a long “work”, but that is if you are wedded to the “evolutionary” timescale. Billions of 
years of slowly changing life forms, improving the basic model, generating man and the apex of 
creation. But what do you see? Genetic improvement, no of course you do not? Genetic decline is 
what you see and that occurring rapidly, from a creation that was much better than this. Yes it will 
be “cut short in righteousness: because a short work will the Lord make upon the earth”. \|n fact, if 
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we follow John Sanford’s (Author of Genetic Entropy) line of reasoning, we only have a few 100 
generations left before we have come to the end of humanity. 


But sin and death had to compass the Globe and for this to be complete, men had to occupy the 
Earth. Just as sin is preached to all men by the devil, so the Gospel will in turn go out and then comes 
the end. Mat 24:14 And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a witness 
unto all nations; and then shall the end come. 


As men continue their journey West and East and | want to discuss the possible means of spreading 
to and beyond the Americas. We saw the possibility of a reed boat going to America. “Ra” the boat 
named after the Egyptian Sun god, was also the name for the Sun in the Polynesian islands of the 
Pacific Ocean. It is a name taken by some of the pharaohs, who took upon themselves deity (e.g. Ra- 
meses, meaning “born of god”). 


Pre-Columbian means before Columbus, who on his voyage of discovery to the uncharted worlds of 
the Americas found men waiting on the beach. Surprise! They had reed boats which were recorded 
in pre-Columbian times, in eight different Mexican states, although they are 
not reported from Yucatan. The vessel depicted in the Mayan pyramid also 
recalls the reed boats used until modern times at Lixus on the Atlantic coast 
of Morocco. 


Similar mural paintings in ancient Egyptian tombs show crescent-shaped 
reed boats, sometimes involved in battles on the Nile. A relief in ancient 
Nineveh however, shows Mesopotamians using reed boats in a battle on the 
sea; bearded men with long, flowing hair are shown swimming for their lives 





in an ocean, which, as in the mural at Chichen Itza (the later Aztec kingdom), 

is symbolized by large crabs and marine creatures. In the Nineveh relief however, some of the reed 
boats are depicted as crowded with both men and women escaping across the sea, their arms raised 
in prayer to the sun. 


Long before these ancient mariners there were some who came from far away. Battle and escape 
have possibly brought as many mariners to grips with unknown seas and currents as have fogs and 
offshore gales. What happened to the fleeing sun-worshippers in the Nineveh relief happened to 
countless other mariners in Asia Minor and Africa from the very dawn of civilisation. Basic 
similarities in human nature make history repeat itself. Thus we shall never know whether it was 
war, accidental drift or planned exploration that brought tall, blond and bearded men across the 
open sea from Africa to the Canary Islands, long before European arrival there. But the Bible makes 
it clear they were scattered by God at Babel. 


We know from written accounts of the discovery of the Canary Islands a few generations before 
Columbus, that these remote Atlantic islands were inhabited by an ethnically mixed group. Some of 
these aboriginal Canary Islanders were small, swarthy Mediterranean types, whereas others 
population called Guanches were tall, white-skinned, and blond. An early watercolour by Torriani 
(1590), showing six aboriginal Guanches, depicts them with extremely white skin and yellow hair and 
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beards. Their beards are shown either extremely long and uncut or trimmed and pointed, whereas 
their long, yellow hair flows far down their backs, just like the hair of the blond mariners in the 
frescoes of the Mayan pyramid at Yucatan. 


Linguistic traces and cultural vestiges, including the art of trepanning clearly link the Guanches with 
the ancient civilisations that extended from Mesopotamia to the Atlantic coast of Morocco. Thus the 
Berbers of Morocco, also a people of composite ethnic origins, included small Negroid tribes as well 
as a tall, blond and blue-eyed racial element which appeared at random from the Atlas Mountains to 
the Atlantic coast before the Arabs arrived. Blond and fair people are often erroneously associated 
only with Northern Europe, although such physical types have survived sporadically into historic 
times all the way from Asia Minor to the Atlas Mountains. Individuals with brown and even blond 
hair are frequently depicted among both gods and naked reed-boat navigators on ancient Egyptian 
tomb wall-paintings. The daughter-in-law of Pharaoh Cheops was found pictured with yellow hair 
and blue eyes when her tomb was opened at the foot of the pyramid of her husband, Pharaoh 
Chephren. 


Trepanning, known from ancient Mexico and extremely important in ancient Peru, was almost 
absent from Europe until the nineteenth century A.D. and was not at all known in Asia, except in 
Mesopotamia. In the Old World, its distribution thus coincided with ancient civilisations; from 
Mesopotamia and Egypt to the Atlantic coast of Morocco, reappearing surprisingly on the Canary 
Islands. 


Who brought the art of trepanning to these Atlantic islands, where all traces of the art of boat- 
building had been lost by the time Europeans arrived? Both history and archaeology have shown 
that the Phoenicians, with their home ports in Asia Minor and North Africa, had established firm 
colonies on the Canary Islands centuries before the birth of Christ. They used these distant islands as 
staging areas on their difficult sailings to their purple dye manufacturing colonies, of which vestiges 
have been found far beyond Morocco at the coast of present-day Senegal. 


Heyerdahl records: 


“As we have seen, anybody navigating in this current finds himself on a perpetual 
conveyor belt that will, if he does not fight it successfully, deposit him on the shores of 
tropical America. As we have also seen, white-skinned mariners with long, yellow hair, 
resembling the Canary Islanders, were depicted in frescoes by the Mayas on the very 
peninsula where this Canary Current comes in. Indeed, both among the Mayas and their 
Mexican neighbours, the Aztecs, consistent traditions related that white and bearded 
men had arrived by sea, from across the Atlantic, instructing their food-gathering, tribal 
ancestors in the sophisticated arts of civilisation before departing, promising some day 
to return. Hence, the arriving Spaniards caused no surprise and were received as the 
awaited fulfilment of ancient promises. 


Today's Isolationist then, having failed to find any visible centre of cultural evolution in the 
New World and contradicted by gradually accumulating objective evidence from botany,

physical anthropology, archaeology and navigation, finds himself bereft of concrete support 
for his position. Although neither Isolationist nor Diffusionist can as yet adduce absolute 
evidence for his position, the burden of proof has now clearly shifted to those who reject the 
very possibility of pre-Columbian, trans-Atlantic inspiration.” 


Although the Spaniards encountered the same traditions of white and bearded culture bearers 
throughout the Americas, from the Mexican highlands, through the Central American jungles, down 
to the mountain plateaus of Peru and Bolivia, that is precisely where they encountered spectacular 
ruins of pre-Columbian origin. Many modern commentators, used to trains, cars and aeroplane 
travel find it difficult to imagine that any 'wanderer' can have covered such vast areas in pre- 
Columbian times. They forget that the medieval Spaniards had no access to trains, cars, or 
aeroplanes either. Yet within merely two decades of their fist landing in Mexico, the relatively few 
Spaniards had explored virtually all the New World territory from the Atlantic to the Pacific, from 
Kansas to Argentina. Within the same few years, Cabeza de Vaca and three companions became 
shipwrecked in the surf of the Florida coast and for eight years (1528-36) they walked unarmed, 
barefoot and almost naked through unmapped swamps, deserts and mountains, from one Indian 
tribe to the next, right across the continent to the Gulf of California, where they finally reached the 
newly established Spanish settlements there. 


The earliest civilisation in South America was at Norte Chico, also known 
later as the Incas. Having said that, there were many smaller groups 
throughout the Amazon basin and down the west coast of South 
America. | want to look at the ancient Incas as the representative 
grouping of the first settlers here. 


The Norte Chico Civilisation was an ancient civilisation or complex society 
ri . And 

belonging to the Pre-Columbian era. This civilisation flourished in Peru a 
about 5,000 years ago and is believed to be the oldest known civilisation 


to have existed in the Americas. 


The Norte Chico Civilisation is notable today for its monumental 
constructions, including massive ceremonial pyramids and complex 


irrigation systems. This ancient civilisation lasted until 
around 1800 BC, after which the settlements were 
abandoned. 


The sites of the Norte Chico Civilisation are situated 
around 200 km (124.27 miles) to the north of Lima, in 
what is today the Norte Chico region of north-central 
coastal Peru, near Supe, Barranca province. This 
civilisation is also known as the Caral/Caral-Supe 
Civilisation, as its best-studied site is Caral in the Supe 
Valley. 
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The dating of the Norte Chico Civilisation shows that these inland sites were developing around the 


same time as their coastal neighbours. 


This is important as it challenges the conventional 
view that all early civilisations in Peru and the rest 
of South America began by the sea as coastal 
settlements. 


However, a close inter-dependent relationship 
between the peoples of the coast and the Norte 
Chico Civilisation also existed. Trade is believed to 
have been based on fish from the coast being 
exchanged for cotton (for the production of fishing 





nets) from the interior. 


The complexity of the Norte Chico Civilisation is best demonstrated with the monumental works that 
they left behind. The most conspicuous of these are their ceremonial pyramids (sometimes referred 
to as platform mounds). These pyramids which are terraced, are rectangular in shape and were built 
of stone. In Caral, a total of six pyramids have been discovered, the largest of which is the ‘Piramide 
Mayor’ (Major Pyramid). It has been postulated that the pyramids were built by stuffing stone-filled 
reed bags against a retaining wall. This process was repeated until the desired pyramid was formed. 


The Sacred City of Caral has been referred to as “a 5,000-year-old metropolis complete with complex 
agricultural practices, rich culture and monumental architecture, including six large pyramidal 
structures, stone and earthen platform mounds, temples, amphitheatres, sunken circular plazas, and 
residential areas.” 


The Norte Chico Civilisation was also adept at constructing irrigation canals for improved agricultural 
conditions. All examples of monumental architecture built by this civilisation are situated close to 
irrigation canals, further indicating the significance of the canals in everyday life. 


Instead of pots the people of the Norte Chico Civilisation seem to have used gourds instead. These 
vessels would have allowed for storage; however another important function of pots, i.e. as cooking 
vessels, could not be replicated by the gourds. 


The archaeological evidence shows that the settlements of the Norte Chico civilisation were 
abandoned after 1800 BC. While it is not entirely clear why the abandonment took place, it has been 
speculated that the people of this civilisation migrated to other parts of Peru and took their skills 
along with them. 


One possible explanation for why the Norte Chico settlements were abandoned 3,800 years ago 
comes from research at the site called Vichama. Soon before they left their home the people carved 
snakes and human heads into their walls alongside depictions of emaciated people. Archaeologists 
believe these features mean the people who lived in the settlement were starving and dying and 
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hoped a water deity would finally be lenient and send them some rain to let their friends, family, 
and neighbours survive. The answer is probably to be found in Climate change. A once fruitful and 
blessed region was now enduring drought. This is similar to events on the other side of the globe. 


We must not forget God was in control of all of this and despite their entire technical prowess, there 
is a religious dimension which we do well to remember. Where was their religion leading them? 


12. The Incan Empire and the Stars 


We do not like our evolutionary world shaken. We feel that the science is settled and as long as man 
is evolving and going forward he is happy. We cannot have things which we do not understand, 
because that puts us in an unknown and unknowable universe. As a last resort we resort to aliens, 
but that puts the science back further, where did they come from? Why don’t the evolutionists take 
the ancient people as intelligent beings? 


Is it settled? Is the science fixed? No, because there is a narrative that is as old as mankind, but the 
devil does not want us to know where it all came from, so he re-writes history. He and his followers, 
some engaged unwittingly in the war against God and His Christ, have changed the past to create a 
narrative more in line with his ends. We concentrate on a western history of the world centred on 
Europe and as a consequence start from there. Man cannot for some reason, cross the vast oceans 
and contact other tribes. He is ignorant of technology and craftsmanship, so is incapable of 
performing the feats until the experts say he is ready. So most would go back to the middle ages 
before starting the advance of science. 


Yet look at the ancient civilisations, vast in their grandeur, spanning the world at the same time, 
thousands of years before the experts say it should be possible. These are the people of Babylon, 
these are our forefathers, these are the races which the devil will try and destroy and for whom he 
has been inventing falsehoods to continue to deceive them. 


In South America, the Norte Chico society sprang up and became the Incas. They were a people who 
looked to the stars for guidance and to understand this we must position ourselves in the high 
Andes, from where you could see the 
Milky Way, a river in the sky, stars in 
abundance and more than that, you could 
see the gas clouds which they thought 
were constellations and according to 
which tribe you belonged, you went to 
your constellation when you died. 
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The Inca worshiped various Gods, 
including Viracocha (the creator), Inti 
(the sun) and Chuqui Illa, the God of 
Thunder. They also worshiped Huacas, 
spirits that were believed to inhabit any 
remarkable phenomenon, _ including

large boulders, trees, streams or 
waterfalls. 





In general the sky was very important to the Inca. Both the moon and sun were seen as gods and 
they built extravagant pillars and temples with great precision so that these “heavenly bodies”, like 
the sun, would pass over the structures or through windows on specific days such as the summer 
solstice. The most crucial events for the Inca generally involved the rising and setting of the sun, 
moon, and stars. The Inca however not only studied individual stars, but also grouped stars into 
constellations. Upon looking at the stars, the Inca noticed many animals and other representations 
from their day to day lives. They believed that Viracocha had ensured that each animal had a 
corresponding star and that all living things were protected. Grouping these stars into constellations 
became very important to the Inca. 


The Inca sorted the constellations into two 
groups. The first and most common groupings 
of stars were linked in a connect-the-dots 
manner to create pictures of animals, Gods, 
heroes and more. These constellations were 
considered as inanimate. One star grouping 
known as Pleiades was especially believed to 
be influential over the well-being of animals. 
Pleiades was not seen as a greater God to the 
Inca, but they rather saw it as a Huaca to 
which shamans would make regular sacrifices. 


The second type of constellations were the 
dark spots or blotches on the Milky Way, gas 
clouds darkening the background of the sky. 
These dark blotches were considered as living 
(animate) animals. The animals were believed 
to live in the Milky Way, which they thought of 
as a river. The Inca were one of the few 
civilisations who were able to locate their 
constellations without the presence of stars. 
These dark constellations in turn made up the 
Inca zodiac. 
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Having unusually good viewing quality due to 
altitude and the dry air, the Incas could see 
things that were beyond the sight of most men, 
in fact with the amount of up light in our world 
today we have lost the wonder of the heavens. 


The dark constellations were mirrored on earth 
and they saw them in their landscapes. We find 
many of these in The Sacred Valley. 


The Sacred Valley or the Urubamba Valley is a 
valley in the Andes of Peru, 20 kilometres (12 
miles) at its closest north of the Inca capital of 
Cusco. Along with the nearby town of Cusco and 
the ancient city of Machu Picchu, it formed the 
heart of the Inca Empire. Stretching roughly 60 
kilometres, it’s an area of fertile farmland and 
Spanish colonial villages like Pisac and 
Ollantaytambo.

They had a saying, “as in the heavens so on the earth”, meaning that they saw the earth as a 
reflection of the heavens and this led to them worshipping the gods of heaven. 


Astronomy was very important for the Inca civilisation, partly due to the importance of agriculture. 
Astronomy was used for agricultural purposes. Cusco, for example lies on a radial plan, mimicking 
the sky and pointing to specific astronomical events on the horizon. 


Similarly to the ancient Egyptians, this was a horizon-based culture. They built carefully placed pillars 
on mountains and hills overlooking Cusco, so when the sun rose or set between these pillars, they 
knew they had to plant at a specific altitude. 


During the winter solstice in Cusco, Inti Raymi is an annual celebration that pays homage to Inti, the 
Sun God, so that he returns to his Inca sons and nourishes their crops. It honours a new cycle of life. 
The worship of constellations by the Inca culture and the knowledge of their importance in the 
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agricultural cycle, managed to survive Spanish conquest and the colonial era. The “hitching post of 
the Sun” was the winter solstice monument at Machu Picchu marking the same thing. 


The Inca worship of stars and dark constellations 
shows us that this culture believed everything around 
them was connected. The sky had a very special 
meaning in managing this civilisation and impacted 
daily life. Even the construction of the famous Machu 
Picchu site is connected to the stars. Archaeological 
and ethnological studies now suggest that Machu 
Picchu was a sacred ceremonial site, an agricultural 
experimentation centre and = an_ astronomical 
observatory. 





But they could not control time or the forces of 

nature and their gods were dumb. Rev 9:20 And the rest of the men which were not killed by these 
plagues yet repented not of the works of their hands, that they should not worship devils, and idols of 
gold, and silver, and brass, and stone, and of wood: which neither can see, nor hear, nor walk: Rev 
9:21 Neither repented they of their murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor of 
their thefts. 


The civilisation consequently fell. It has been suggested that the wall carvings show the inhabitants 
of Vichama wanted to show others about the hardships they faced when rain was scarce. And even 
more interesting, if the results of research at the site are correct, the people in Vichama survived the 
climate change, unlike those in the Norte Chico hub at Caral. The change in climate probably brought 
an end to their empire as well as all the others. Their gods had failed them. 


Why did the Incas worship the stars? God intended them to be a witness to His power and glory, not 
as a means to guide us or foretell the future. It was in this that the devil found a way of deceiving 
man. In fact the Bible explicitly commands us not to look to the stars for guidance. In the ancient 
world people often attempted to discern the future and they tried all kinds of ways to do this, not 
just through astrology but also through omens, magic, sorcery, idol worship, communion with the 
dead and so forth. But God told His people not to take part in these. Deu 18:10 There shall not be 
found among you any one that maketh his son or his daughter to pass through the fire, or that useth 
divination, or an observer of times, or an enchanter, or a witch, Deu 18:11 Or a charmer, or a 
consulter with familiar spirits, or a wizard, or a necromancer. Deu 18:12 For all that do these things 
are an abomination unto the LORD: and because of these abominations the LORD thy God doth drive 
them out from before thee. 


Why was this? One reason was because such things not only are unreliable or deceptive, but they 
can easily bring someone under the control of occult spiritual powers that are hostile to God. Surely 
one of the saddest events in the Bible was King Saul’s attempt to consult the spirit of a dead person 
about the future instead of God and it led to his death.

God clearly warns against such practices in many Bible verses. Some reasons the Scriptures warn 
against engaging in any form of the occult are: 


e Weare opening ourselves up to spirits other than God’s. 
e Weare not looking to God for guidance, but to the occult. 
e Weare turning away from true faith in Jesus. 

e Weare disobeying God’s word, the Bible. 


New Testament Christians turned from sorcery. Let their example serve as an inspiration and a 
warning. Act 19:18 And many that believed came, and confessed, and shewed their deeds. Act 
19:19 Many of them also which used curious arts brought their books together, and burned them 
before all men: and they counted the price of them, and found it fifty thousand pieces of silver. Act 
19:20 So mightily grew the word of God and prevailed. 


There is an explicit warning about astrology. Deu 4:19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes unto heaven, 
and when thou seest the sun, and the moon, and the stars, even all the host of heaven, shouldest be 
driven to worship them, and serve them, which the LORD thy God hath divided unto all nations under 
the whole heaven. 


It is summed up in the second command, Exo 20:4 Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image, 
or any likeness of any thing that is in heaven above, or that is in the earth beneath, or that is in the 
water under the earth: Exo 20:5 Thou shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve them: for | the 
LORD thy God am a jealous God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto the third 
and fourth generation of them that hate me; 


No matter how much we dress it up as a bit of “harmless” fun or a filler for glossy magazines, 
modern man is little different from his ancient counterpart. Take the late President of the United 
States, Ronald Reagan. 


Reagan’s chief of staff wrote that, “Virtually every major move and decision the 
Reagan’s made during my time as White House Chief of Staff was cleared in advance 
with a woman in San Francisco who drew up horoscopes to make certain that the 
planets were in a favourable alignment for the enterprise.” 


The New York Post ran a story with the headline, “Astrologer Runs The White House” 
and the disclosure became fodder for jokes in Washington. On Capitol Hill, 
Representative Tony Coelho, the Democratic whip from California, blamed astrology for 
Republicans backing out of a revised trade bill. “Maybe an astrologer is telling them to 
object today.” Speaker of the House Jim Wright shot back, “It’s all right with me. I’m glad 
he consults somebody.” 


Even White House spokesman Marlin Fitzwater opened his daily briefing by saying, “I’ll 
take your first question at exactly 12:33 and a half.”

An exasperated Michael Dukakis, the Massachusetts governor and eventual Democratic 
presidential nominee, struck a more serious tone during a news conference in Boston, 
saying, “| hope the nation’s destiny beginning in January, 1989 will be based on 
something other than horoscopes.” 


Nancy Reagan, who attempted to conceal her relationship with Quigley by making 
payments through a third party, was highly embarrassed by the revelation. She wrote in 
her 1989 book, ‘My Turn’, “While astrology was a factor in determining Ronnie’s 
schedule, it was never the only one and no political decision was ever based on it.” but 
Quigley took exception to Reagan’s diminished depiction, telling The Los Angeles Times, 
“| would participate in a more intimate way than the publicly recognized insiders of 
greatest importance.” 


In her 1990 book, “What Does Joan Say?: My Seven Years As White House Astrologer to 
Nancy and Ronald Reagan”, she wrote, “I was responsible for timing all press 
conferences, most speeches, the State of the Union addresses, the takeoffs and landings 
of Air Force One. | picked the time of Ronald Reagan’s debate with [Jimmy] Carter and 
the two debates with Walter Mondale; all extended trips abroad as well as the shorter 
trips and one-day excursions.” 


We can see the leaders of today take it just as seriously as the Incas. A 2012 survey of Americans, 
reported in the New York Times, found that 10% believed astrology to be “very scientific,” and 
another 33% believed it to be “sort of scientific.” More of the population, in short, believe in their 
horoscopes than believe that fossil fuel usage affects the climate. Despite the technology, the great 
buildings, agriculture and astronomy, they, like the Incas were captives of Satan. 


13. Similar Cultures 


| want to make sure that we continue our speculation in a Biblical way. To this end | want to restate 
some Biblical truths which contradict the evolutionary hypothesis and keep us on track for our study. 


1. We were created, complete functioning and intelligent humans, contrary to the 
evolutionists who say we came from primeval sludge. Creation is the supernatural origin 
which defines man. When considering ancient man, his artefacts, his technology and his 
skill set, it must be seen within the context of his direct creation, as instantaneous not 
developed over millions of years. 

2. Man was created with intelligence. Did Christ want to communicate with an ape or wait 
for an ape to become a man? He created apes as animals and man for a companion. He 
did not give life to apes but to man. Joh 3:16 For God so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For men and not monkeys. 
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It does not say Christ experimented with apes until He had found his ideal man. He made 
man after Himself. Gen 1:26 And God said, Let us make man in our image, after our 
likeness: He directly created him after Himself. That and all that goes with being a man 
He made in a single throw of the potter’s wheel. 

3. Death came about through man’s disobedience. It was not natural or part of the 
evolutionary outcome for man. If man lived before “Adam”, he died before Adam and 
the scriptures must be wrong, which they are not. Rom 5:12 Wherefore, as by one man 
sin entered into the world, and death by sin; and so death passed upon all men, for that 
all have sinned: 

4. He had technologies and these were carried over the Flood. Gen 4:20 And Adah bare 
Jabal: he was the father of such as dwell in tents, and of such as have cattle. Gen 
4:21 And his brother's name was Jubal: he was the father of all such as handle the harp 
and organ. Gen 4:22 And Zillah, she also bare Tubalcain, an instructer of every artificer in 
brass and iron: and the sister of Tubalcain was Naamah. The copper/bronze and iron 
ages were contemporary not separated into epochs. 

Just what survived the Flood, if anything, remains to be seen. We know that man was created 
with intelligence and he had the opportunity to display that intelligence for 2,000 years. 
If you consider the advances made by “degenerate” man in the last 2,000 years there 
must be something to show for Adams generation. Did it all get destroyed in the Flood? 
Gen 7:21 And all flesh died that moved upon the earth, both of fowl, and of cattle, and 
of beast, and of every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth, and every man: Gen 
7:22 Allin whose nostrils was the breath of life, of all that was in the dry land, died. Gen 
7:23 And every living substance was destroyed which was upon the face of the ground, 
both man, and cattle, and the creeping things, and the fowl of the heaven; and they were 
destroyed from the earth: and Noah only remained alive, and they that were with him in 
the ark. It does not say that God destroyed man’s works. 

5. Man did not evolve knowledge but possessed it from birth. Sufficient for this life. Also 
having a long life, a lot was achievable. 

6. Mans spoke a common language. This would have enabled him to communicate with 
the world easily. Did he go to other continents before the Flood? Were the cities 
founded in the earth before the flood? Did Noah’s sons go to these places after the 
Flood to re-establish them or were they utterly destroyed? 

7. The common ancestry of man is a fact. There were NO races of man, only one blood, 
one race, the human race.

Wood, stone, clay, metals....this 
occurred simultaneously. There were no megalithic, copper, bronze or iron ages. These 
ages are evolutionary not creationists thinking. 

10. The Earth is young not old. Evolutionists make it old to justify their belief that man 
evolved. 

Man has a purpose to serve God. 
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11. We live in a world of seen and unseen. Supernatural events are part of our belief. There 
is a battle going on far beyond what we can see. How do we know that there is a 
spiritual realm? If we cannot see it should we believe in it? Many believers and 
unbelievers today do not want to “deal” with a world we cannot see when the world we 
do see is hard enough to “deal” with. Before we can discuss the spiritual battle, we have 
to believe in the spiritual realm. We have a tendency to act like a two-year-old child who 
closes her eyes and places a blanket over her head really believing that no one can see 
her because she cannot see them. Just because we cannot see the spiritual realm does 
not mean it is not there. 


Keith Green, a Christian song writer, wrote, “I [satan] used to have to sneak around. But now 
they just open their doors. No one’s looking for my tricks because no one believes in me 
anymore.” However, if we choose to ignore or not believe in the spiritual realm, we will 
find ourselves confused, frustrated and removing the peace that God has promised to 
each of us. The best defence is a strong offense. Just educating ourselves about the 
spiritual realm is half the fight and God gives us everything else we need to be victorious 
with the other half. 

12. Man was scattered from a single place on the earth, Babylon. This is also where man 
shall be judged. Babylon is not a myth, it is critical for us understanding the past. 

13. Man was a traveller. This disrupts evolutionary views of man as being incapable of 
sailing oceans. Man could sail oceans and there was cultural exchange and technological 
exchange. The “cocaine mummies” are an example. In Egypt mummies were found to 
contain traces of drugs (cocaine, nicotine, and hashish) that were only available in South 
America. 


The major reason for the initial criticisms to Dr Svetlana Balabanova's (a forensic toxicologist 
at the Institute of Forensic Medicine at Ulm University Germany) work is the disbelief in 
pre-Columbian transoceanic contacts. Egyptologist John Baines (Discovery, 1997) went 
so far as to state, "The idea that the Egyptians should have travelled to America is 
overall absurd...and | also don't know anyone who spends time doing research in these 
areas, because they're not perceived to be areas that have any real meaning for the 
subjects. 


Another interpretation on why researchers haven't considered the subject closer is given by 
Kehoe (1998), "After mid-century, any archaeologist worried about money or career 
avoided looking at pre-Columbian contacts across saltwater [p. 193]...” 


It appears that acknowledging that pre-Columbian contacts occurred was not academically 
acceptable. Kehoe (1998) also gives examples of several researchers whose work has 
been academically marginalized because it supported these views (e.g. Stephen Jett, 
Carl Johannessen, Gordon Ekholm, Paul Tolstoy, and George Carter). “

Surprising as it may seem, evidence for early ocean voyages to America from the Old World is 
not lacking nor is it negligibly verifiable. Within the last two years (from 1998), two 
periodicals focusing on these contacts have been established. The first, entitled Pre- 
Columbiana, is edited by Stephen C. Jett, Professor of Clothing and Textiles at the 
University of California, Davis; the second is entitled Migration and Diffusion and is 
edited by Professor Christine Pellek in Vienna, Italy. There are certainly quite a few 
spurious reports of early contacts from the Old World, however a general disregard for 
all of the evidence is itself evidence of academic negligence, as these two periodicals 
indicate.“ 


A bibliography of these early contacts is given by John Sorensen (1998) in the first issue of 
Pre-Columbiana. It is a good example of the kinds of evidence being uncovered by 
legitimate researchers and institutions. The bibliography is itself a condensation of a 
two-volume work of these publications and includes titles such as: The world's oldest 
ship? (showing evidence for a pre-Columbian ship in America) published in Archaeology; 
Peruvian fabrics (showing very strong similarities between Peru and Asia) published in 
Anthropological papers of the American Museum of Natural History; Robbing native 
American cultures: Van Sertima's Afrocentricity and the Olmecs (showing evidence for 
connections between Africa and the Olmecs of Middle America) published in Current 
Anthropology; Possible Indonesian or Southeast Asian Influences in New World textile 
industries (showing at least three textile-related inventions that appear in both 
Indonesia and the New World) published in Indonesian Textiles; and, Genes may link 
Ancient Eurasians, Native Americans, published in Science. 


And the list goes on and on, some evidence being better than others but as a whole it seems 
pretty much irrefutable. Claims to the contrary seem to be made by individuals with a 
vested interest in the isolationist position. The evidence, pro and con, when evaluated 
objectively, would seem without question, to favour the diffusionist position (which 
claims that pre-Columbian contacts took place). “ 


14. There is a commonality in mans building projects which shows pyramids, astronomical 


calendars and stone work. 
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Throughout the world there is the same type of stonework and build quality. Not stone 
age but master stonemasons. This may of course be the origin of the Masons. 

15. Man was relatively free of disease to start with but genetic entropy took its toll. This 
would have yielded a large population. Diseases, plagues and pandemics were not 
widely known before 3000 B.C. They appear to have developed at a time when man 
was living closer together in large cities and so they could spread. Also living with 
animals as a food source helped the transfer between species. Pandemics have been 
increasingly become more virulent. 


Some researchers argue that syphilis was carried from the New World to Europe after 
Columbus' voyages, while others argue the disease has a much longer history in 
Europe. Many of the crew members who served on this voyage later joined the army 
of King Charles VIII in his invasion of Italy in 1495, which some argue may have resulted 
in the spreading of the disease across Europe and as many as five million deaths. 
Some findings suggest Europeans could have carried the non-venereal tropical bacteria 
home, where the organisms may have mutated into a more deadly form in the 
different conditions and low immunity of the population of Europe. 


16. Man initially lived longer than we do now but the age was coming down. 
17. The World was greener and Sea levels were lower by 150 m. 


14. Lost Knowledge 


There is something to consider before we continue with the history of the dispersion and that is the 
history of the antediluvian world, the world from Adam to Noah. We have dismissed it as relatively 
unimportant, after all it only took up ten Chapters of the Genesis account. If you put it in time terms 
it is not a small amount of time. It amounts to more than the time from Abraham to Christ. | will say 
it again, the time Adam lived and all his generations up to Noah amounted to more than the time 
from Abraham to Christ, that is 2000 years. 


Christ was on earth for only about 33 years and Adam lived for 29 times as long as Jesus. Put another 
way Adam lived for 29 lifetimes of Jesus. The people of that old world must have achieved 
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something in the massive span of life that they were given. In the 2,000 years or so they must have 
accomplished many great feats. 2,000 years is over 1,000,000 days and they clearly did some 
wonderful things in those days. 


For example, Tubalcain was an instructor to the men who fabricated bronze and iron. He did not 
invent the process of creating different metals from ores, this seemed intuitive to him. It was what 
he did with the metals that was of interest. He was an instructor, “sharpener”, of the technique and 
technicians. There was no Bronze Age or Iron Age or come to that Stone Age. They occurred 
simultaneously. The men worked in whatever the material they had to hand. 


When Christ had formed Adam, He brought the creatures to him to see what he would call them. 
Gen 2:19 And out of the ground the LORD God formed every beast of the field, and every fowl of the 
air; and brought them unto Adam to see what he would call them: and whatsoever Adam called 
every living creature, that was the name thereof. Gen 2:20 And Adam gave names to all cattle, and 
to the fowl of the air, and to every beast of the field; but for Adam there was not found an help meet 
for him. 


Man was made in the image of God and God had given to man a certain freedom, a liberty to give in 
turn, the animals names and whatever names that the man called them that was their name. Do you 
think there was any less freedom given to man as to what he could or could not make out of the 
materials given to him, to make artefacts to benefit men or to destroy and debilitate men? God was 
watching sin develop.

2Pe 3:5 For 
this they willingly are ignorant of, that by the word of God the heavens were of old, and the earth 
standing out of the water and in the water: 2Pe 3:6 Whereby the world that then was, being 
overflowed with water, perished: 


Now some of that skill in making things was passed on through Noah and his sons. Not only was the 
skill passed on but the sin was passed on and so began again the war against God. They were a 
clever group of people that arrived on the plains of Shinar and they wanted to make a name for 
themselves. 
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The stonework that we find in early Incan architecture is far more precise than that of later periods 


(Machu Picchu below). In fact the catholic churches were built on these ancient foundations because 
they offered earthquake protection. 






The decline in manufacturing 
ability is a testimony to the skills 
being lost or man being less 
able. This is not just so in the 
Americas, but is true in many 
other cultures, Egypt for 
instance. Just why so many 
ancient cultures had similar 
artefacts and architecture is best 
answered by the fact that they had a common origin, Babel. 


The Incan stonework is also seen at Ahu Vinapu, Easter Island in the 
middle of the Pacific Ocean (left). 


Rapa Nui or Easter Island, means “Navel of the World” in Polynesian. 
Also Qosqo, meaning Cusco in Quechua, translates to the “navel of 
the world” due to the Incas once Four Region Empire. Cusco is known 
as the stopping point before venturing into the Sacred Valley and 
Machu Picchu. 

The ancient empire of the Incas probably descended from the inhabitants of the Norte Chico region. 
They eventually formed a large population that disappeared as silently as it came. Mankind’s 
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Civilisations disappear without trace and the memory of them is lost. What happened only a few 
hundred years ago, people heard and were interested in, then, they are soon forgotten. Like these 
ancient worlds of people, they and their deeds fade from history. Children are taught the Columbus 
“Discovered” America, when in fact it had been discovered millennia before by the forbearers of the 
Incas, Aztecs, Olmecs, Mayans and North American Indian tribes. 


The knowledge of their language was lost for centuries, their technology is mystifyingly hidden. They 
are lost. Libraries of information have been lost connecting us to the past. The world's oldest known 
library was founded sometime in the 7th century B.C. for the “royal contemplation” of the Assyrian 
ruler Ashurbanipal. Located in Nineveh in modern day Iraq, the site included a trove of some 30,000 
cuneiform tablets organized according to subject matter. Most of its titles were archival documents, 
religious incantations and scholarly texts, but it also housed several works of literature including the 
4,000-year-old “Epic of Gilgamesh.” The book-loving Ashurbanipal compiled much of his library by 
looting works from Babylonia and the other territories he conquered. Archaeologists later stumbled 
upon its ruins in the mid-19th century, and the majority of its contents are now kept in the British 
Museum in London. Interestingly, even though Ashurbanipal acquired many of his tablets through 
plunder, he seems to have been particularly worried about theft. An inscription in one of the texts

warns that if anyone steals its tablets, the gods will “cast him down” and “erase his name, his seed, 


in the land.” 


Following the death of Alexander the Great in 323 B.C., control of Egypt fell to his former general 
Ptolemy | Soter, who sought to establish a centre of learning in the city of Alexandria. The result was 
the Library of Alexandria, which eventually became the intellectual jewel of the ancient world. Little 
is known about the site’s physical layout, but at its peak it may have included over 500,000 papyrus 
scrolls containing works of literature and texts on history, law, mathematics and science. The library 
and its associated research institute attracted scholars from around the Mediterranean, many of 
whom lived on site and drew government stipends while they conducted research and copied its 
contents. At different times, the likes of Strabo, Euclid and Archimedes were among the academics 
on site. 


The great library’s demise is traditionally dated to 48 B.C., when it supposedly burned after Julius 
Caesar accidentally set fire to Alexandria’s harbour during a battle against the Egyptian ruler Ptolemy 
XIII. But while the blaze may have damaged the library, most historians now believe that it continued 
to exist in some form for several more centuries. Some scholars argue that it finally met its end in 
270 A.D. during the reign of the Roman emperor Aurelian, while others believe that it came even 
later during the fourth century. 


Constructed in the third century B.C. by members of the Attalid Dynasty, the Library of Pergamum, 
located in what is now Turkey (Rev 2:12 And to the angel of the church in Pergamos write; These 
things saith he which hath the sharp sword with two edges), was once home to a treasure-trove of 
some 200,000 scrolls. It was housed in a temple complex devoted to Athena, the Greek goddess of 
wisdom and is believed to have comprised four rooms - three for the library’s contents and another 
that served as a meeting space for banquets and academic conferences. According to the ancient 
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chronicler Pliny the Elder, the Library of Pergamum eventually became so famous that it was 
considered to be in “keen competition” with the Library of Alexandria. Both sites sought to amass 
the most complete collections of texts and they developed rival schools of thought and criticism. 
There is even a legend that Egypt’s Ptolemaic Dynasty halted shipments of papyrus to Pergamum in 
the hope of slowing its growth. As a result the city may have later become a leading production 
centre for parchment paper. 


The long-buried Villa of the Papyri opened to the public almost 2,000 years after it was submerged in 
volcanic mud in Herculaneum. While it was not the largest library of antiquity, the so-called “Villa of 
the Papyri” is the only one whose collection has survived to the present day. Its roughly 1,800 scrolls 
were located in the Roman city of Herculaneum in a villa that was most likely built by Julius Caesar’s 
father-in-law, Lucius Calpurnius Piso Caesoninus. When nearby Mount Vesuvius erupted in 79 A.D. 
the library was buried and exquisitely preserved under a 90 foot layer of volcanic material. Its 
blackened, carbonized scrolls weren’t rediscovered until the 18th century and modern researchers 
have since used everything from multispectral imaging to x-rays to try to read them. Much of the 
catalogue has yet to be deciphered, but studies have already revealed that the library contains 
several texts by an Epicurean philosopher and poet named Philodemus. 


There were many more libraries lost for good or lost over the centuries. The more ancient ones like 
Egyptian and Inca, were written on stone and hence very durable. The clay tablets of Babylon were 
also quite durable and the clays were baked in the fires of its destruction. As civilisation went on and 
developed paper, it developed a less durable material and a material easily destroyed by fire. The 
modern storage forms are far more complex. Can you read information written on 5%” discs or 3%“ 
discs any longer? That once popular technology is now almost lost. The fact that you need another 
device, a computer and electricity to enable you to read computer files makes it doubly vulnerable 
to loss. The information age is very vulnerable and today more vulnerable than the past. Will you be 
able to access documents you made today in 10 years time? Where will you archive it? 


Why is information lost? Why have we lost libraries? Why will we lose libraries? Information is lost 
because it is not valued. Genetic entropy is the term used for loss of information or corruption of the 
human genome. The same goes for knowledge, it is lost because the systems storing it decay or are 
lost. There is historical entropy. 


Let us be clear about it, it is another of Satan’s tricks. He does not make us value truth and what the 
previous generations did he tries to erase. This is particularly true of the knowledge of God. 
Information about God is erased from man’s mind and he forgets. Psa 9:17 The wicked shall be 
turned into hell, and all the nations that forget God. The people are destroyed by this. Hos 4:6 My 
people are destroyed for lack of knowledge: because thou hast rejected knowledge, ! will also reject 
thee, that thou shalt be no priest to me: seeing thou hast forgotten the law of thy God, ! will also 
forget thy children. 


Even the law of the Lord was lost for a time. 2Ch 34:14 And when they brought out the money that 
was brought into the house of the LORD, Hilkiah the priest found a book of the law of the LORD given 
by Moses. 2Ch 34:15 And Hilkiah answered and said to Shaphan the scribe, | have found the book of 
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the law in the house of the LORD. And Hilkiah delivered the book to Shaphan. 2Ch 34:16 And Shaphan 
carried the book to the king. Here is a lesson for us. 


15. The Chinese Empire 


We continue our journey around the world westward and towards Babel exploring the main cultures 
that sprang up for the dispersion. We arrive in Asia and the first Chinese culture. According to 
legend, the primitive tribes that inhabited the middle and upper reaches of the Yellow River were 
unified into two powerful tribes under the Yellow Emperor and Fiery Emperor and began their push 
southward 5,000 years ago. After years of warfare they conquered the Sanmiao and Jiuli tribes 
active in south China under the leadership of Chi You. Part of the defeated tribe was incorporated 
into the tribes under the Yellow and Fiery Emperors to become a component part of the Han people, 
which marked the beginning of the Chinese nation. This history has also given rise to the term 
"descendants of the Yellow and Fiery emperors" that Chinese often use to refer to themselves. 


Archaeological studies have revealed that around 5,000 years ago, the Chinese entered the stage of 
patriarchal society. Not only did villages begin to appear but also the initial forms of cities began to 
become evident. Extensive communities indicated that the population at the time had already 
reached a fairly large size and agriculture had made great headway. The earliest discoveries took 
place during this period. Shen Nong tried and tasted various kinds of wild plants to select crops 
appropriate to be cultivated for food and herbal medicine to cure disease. 


The Yellow Emperor invented the compass which helped him defeat Chi You. More importantly the 
appearance of chariots greatly reduced labour intensity. Lei Su, wife of the Yellow Emperor, 
discovered silk making by raising silkworms and produced the first garments which allowed the 
ancient people to bid goodbye to the period when they wore animal skins and tree leaves. The tribe 
under Chi You in the south learned how to make weapons with copper, creating the conditions for 
making bronze vessels, metallurgy and alchemy of later times. But that is according to legend. 


What do we have that actually talks of the Society that existed then? We have language. The Bible 
says; Act 14:16 Who in times past suffered all nations to walk in their own ways. Act 14:17 
Nevertheless he left not himself without witness, in that he did good, and gave us rain from heaven, 
and fruitful seasons, filling our hearts with food and gladness. 


One of the strangest witnesses is found in the earliest form of the language. | will let James 
Johnson (Genesis in Chinese Pictographs) explain: 


Ancient Chinese pictographs are silent witnesses, like fingerprints, of historical events 
reported in Genesis. In particular, the details of these word-symbols are clues that point 
to how the earliest Chinese must have known basic facts of Genesis chapters 1 to 11 at 
the very time their pictographs were invented. 
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Chinese is not an alphabet-based language—its word characters are both abbreviations 
of and combinations of picture symbols. The simplest symbols are combined to 
construct composite symbols that denote compound words. However, the actual 
pictures that were chosen, and especially their associated meanings, are what give us an 
amazing insight into Chinese history. The pictographic clues to that mysterious past have 
remained hidden in plain view for thousands of years. 


Whereas most written languages construct words from the letters of an alphabet, the 
Chinese language uses radicals [i.e. root meaning-symbols], also called keys, roots or 
primitives, as the basic units and building blocks for the word characters. Each character 
contains one or more root symbols. 


The creative selection process that invented ancient Chinese characters produced the 
earliest form of Chinese pictographs, sometimes called ideograms or oracle bone 
pictographs because the texts were often carved onto bones or tortoise shell plastrons. 


But linguistic changes have occurred over the centuries, so pictographic analysis requires 
a forensic perspective, because the present is not the key to China’s linguistic past. The 
basic written vocabulary of the Chinese language is not being invented today, so the 
origin of their pictographs cannot be observed by empirical science methods. Rather, an 
investigative study of how the earliest Chinese historically selected relevant symbols to 
denote word meanings, during the invention of their written language, requires

historical cause-and-effect analysis—what forensic scientists call “cause and origin” 
analysis. In this investigation, the forensic cause-and-origin question is: Where did the 
Chinese picture concepts come from—concepts that are memorialized in ancient 
Chinese pictographs? And a corollary question is: Why do these figures match Genesis 


history? 


During the invention of a pictographic language, creating pictographic “words” involved 
selecting picture symbols that were relevant and meaningful to whoever invented those 
written symbols. But what motifs would signify meanings that the ancient Chinese 
would portray about 4,500 years ago? What ideas were familiar to those who invented 
China’s original written language? 


Since Chinese civilisation began soon after the Tower of Babel fiasco, the first Chinese 
settlers still had a fresh memory of mankind’s origins—from creation week to the 
dispersion of languages at Babel. Thus, they not only knew the history highlights in 
Genesis 1-11, but they would also have regarded those same events as important in 
human history and experience. It is unsurprising, therefore, that many of the picture- 
symbol characters, in the ancient Chinese language, match the thinking of a soon-after- 
Babel people who retained important memories of historic events reported in Genesis 
1-11. 
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These creation-through-Babel events observed in Chinese pictographs include many 
themes and associations that readers of Genesis will recognize: God the Creator; 
creation of heaven and Earth, including a garden; man made from earth; man with 
stewardship responsibility; warning provided by God, hand, and a tree; man and woman 
as demonstrating completeness; covetousness involving trees and woman; temptation 
represented by garden, trees, and devil; death involves; hands, tree, and mouths; thorns 
indicate weeds and punishment; alienation shown through man, woman, and garden; 
goodness involves woman and “seed”; sacrifice is represented by God, hand, and blood; 
“Lord” is designated by God and blood; “me” plus sheep equals righteousness; 
trust/dependence is represented by God covering a couple with clothing; violence is 
shown by an elder brother with a mark; flood involves universal water, and “universal” is 
conveyed by the number eight, united, and earth; boat is illustrated as a vessel or 
container and eight people; mankind plus one mouth/speech equals a type of unity, yet 
that unity combined with weeds (which depict the curse) equals ambition, and that 
ambition plus clay/bricks equals a tower; rebellion/confusion is represented by a 
tongue—and the list of correlations goes on.

“beyond-genuine-dispute” witness of God’s historic workings in Chinese history, 
producing a form of providential history and evidence of Biblical truth. 


Before concluding this fascinating study a qualification is appropriate, because this 
writer is not an expert in ancient Chinese pictographs. Has this author ever seen the 
apologetics value of these Chinese pictographs tested in the real world? The answer is 
yes, as a previous Acts & Facts article indicated years ago. 


In 1990, a graduate student from communist China—raised on atheistic evolution— 
asked me the following question: “Why should | believe in the Bible God, the Bible is 
true, and God is fair, when China was never given Bible truth about God to believe?” 
Simply put, this young man was asking: “Why should | believe in your Bible’s God?” and 
“Why should | believe in your God’s Bible?” 


Recalling that | learned somewhere that the Chinese character for “flood” somehow 
contained the symbol for “eight,” | asked my Chinese friend to write out the Chinese 
word for flood, and to describe what its component symbols represented. As indicated 
above, his description of flood included the number eight—a fact he had no explanation 
for, other than he guessed that it might have once been a phonetic symbol, similar to 
how “4” can be shorthand for “for” or “8” for “ate.” 


Then | read to him, 1Pe 3:20 They had disobeyed God while Noah was building the boat, 
but God had been patient with them. Eight people went into that boat and were brought 
safely through the flood. CEV. | pointed out how Genesis 6—10 reports that exactly eight 
humans survived the global Flood, a fact that perfectly made sense of the Chinese 
pictographs. Then, he added that the Chinese character for “boat” also contained the 
number eight, and he began to realize that his own language contained latent clues that 
the Bible’s early history was once well known to the Chinese people. 


After further discussion about how the Biblical God is a loving shepherd who seeks to 
secure wandering sheep into His heavenly sheepfold (Psalm 23; Luke 15; John 10), my 
friend concluded that, long ago, the Chinese people had known the truth about the God 
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of the Bible, including the early history of God’s dealings with mankind as Genesis 
records, but that somehow this precious truth had been lost or wasted. During the wee 
hours of the morning, with joy in knowing that God had caringly revealed Himself to the 
Chinese people, my friend trusted Christ as his personal Saviour, and he has enjoyed 
belonging to Him since (Luke 15:7; Romans 4:3; Luke 10:20). 


The silent-yet-testifying witnesses of ancient Chinese pictographs, which remind us that 
the earliest Chinese generations knew much of what we read in Genesis, are a 
monument to God’s truth, preserved in simple pictographic symbols. That historically 
preserved truth points to the accuracy of the Scriptures, which in turn always point to 
and glorify the Lord Jesus Christ, Joh 5:39 You search the Scriptures, because you think 
you will find eternal life in them. The Scriptures tell about me, Joh 5:40 but you refuse to 
come to me for eternal life. ........ Joh 5:46 Moses wrote about me, and if you had 
believed Moses, you would have believed me. 


That study led me to think what other proxies exist that confirm the account in Genesis Chapter 11. 


In the minds of those people dispersed around the world there would have been a common 


knowledge, common stories that tell of a world that had existed.

16. The Chinese and the Kingdom of Heaven 


The Chinese clearly had a relationship with the people of Babylon. But before we start interpreting it 


in terms of Christianity we must look at the “times”. They were around 2,000 years before Abram 


got called and long before the Hebrew people came into existence. To make everything fit with the 
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Hebrew pattern of worship is speculative. We may fit it in with the Creation of Adam and the Biblical 
Flood, but taking it into the detail of the sacrifices of the Hebrews is speculative. 


Chinese civilisation as we know it first developed along the great bend of the Yellow River, where the 
earth was soft and easily worked by the crude tools of China’s Stone Age men who lived before 3000 
B.C. 


From the Yellow River the Chinese spread north, east and south, sometimes absorbing aboriginal 
tribes, until by the time of Confucius (500 B.C.) they occupied most of the country between the 
Yangtze River and the Great Wall, men who could domesticate animals, irrigate land, make beautiful 
bronze weapons and utensils, build walled cities and produce great philosophers like Confucius. 


At the time of Confucius, China consisted of many small states ruled by feudal lords. While they were 
loosely federated under an emperor it was not until 221 B.C., when the last of China’s feudal 
kingdoms fell, that China was united as a single empire. The imperial form of government lasted 
from 221 B.C. to 1911 A.D. 


One point of note is that the “Silk Road” trading route was establish 1,000’s of years before Marco 
Polo wrote about it in his account of the mysterious East in late 1200 A.D. Before Christ came, right 
back to before the Pyramids, the proto-Chinese had already walked it. 


China’s first emperor, Shih Huang Ti, is known as the builder of the Great Wall, which runs from the 
sea westward into the deserts of Central Asia, a distance about as great as from New York City to the 
Rockies. The purpose of this stupendous job of engineering was to protect the settled Chinese 
people from the raids of barbarian nomads who lived beyond it. Much of this great walled frontier is 
still standing today. 


The Chinese seemed to embrace the Bible, as seen in the 
language. They also had a temple but mystery surrounds the 450 
year old Temple of Heaven complex in Beijing, China. Why did the 
emperors sacrifice a bull on the great white marble Altar of 
Heaven at an annual ceremony, the year’s most important and 
colourful celebration, the so-called ‘Border Sacrifice’? This rite 
ended in 1911 when the last emperor was deposed. However, the 
sacrifice did not begin a mere 450 years ago. The ceremony goes 
back 4,000 years. One of the earliest accounts of the Border 
Sacrifice is found in the Shujing (Book of History), compiled by 
Confucius, where it is recorded of Emperor Shun (who ruled from 
about 2256 BC to 2205 BC when the first recorded dynasty began) 
that ‘he sacrificed to Shangdi. 





Who is Shangdi? This name literally means ‘the Heavenly Ruler’. § 7 ; = 
It is interesting to note that no representation of Shangdi was made in the temple. It was completely 
empty of anything that might be called an idol. 
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By reviewing recitations used at the Border Sacrifice, recorded in the Statutes of the Ming Dynasty 
(AD 1368), one may begin to understand the ancient Chinese reverence for Shangdi. Participating in 
this rite, the emperor first meditated at the Temple of Heaven (the Imperial Vault), while costumed 
singers accompanied by musicians, intoned: 


‘To Thee, O mysteriously-working Maker, | look up in thought... . With the great 
ceremonies | reverently honor Thee. Thy servant, | am but a reed or willow; my heart is 
but that of an ant; yet have | received Thy favouring decree, appointing me to the 
government of the empire. | deeply cherish a sense of my ignorance and blindness, and 
am afraid, lest | prove unworthy of Thy great favours. Therefore will | observe all the 
rules and statutes, striving, insignificant as | am, to discharge my loyal duty. Far distant 
here, | look up to Thy heavenly palace. Come in Thy precious chariot to the altar. Thy 
servant, | bow my head to the earth reverently, expecting Thine abundant grace. ...O 
that Thou wouldest vouchsafe to accept our offerings, and regard us, while thus we 
worship Thee, whose goodness is inexhaustible! 


Thus we find the emperor worshipping Shangdi. Can we possibly trace the original intention of this 
magnificent ceremony of antiquity? As the emperor took part in this annual service dedicated to 
Shangdi, the following words were recited, clearly showing that he considered Shangdi the Creator 
of the world: 


‘Of old in the beginning, there was the great chaos, without form and dark. The five 
elements [planets] had not begun to revolve, nor the sun and moon to shine. You, O 
Spiritual Sovereign, first divided the grosser parts from the purer. You made heaven. You 
made earth. You made man. All things with their reproducing power got their being.’ 


For the Christian, the above recitation sounds strangely 
familiar. How closely it reads to the opening Chapter of the 
Biblical Genesis! Note the similarity with excerpts from the 
more detailed story as recorded in the Hebrew writings: 


‘In the beginning God created the heaven and the earth. 
The earth was without form, and void; and darkness 
was on the face of the deep.... 





‘And God said, “Let the waters under the heaven be 
gathered together unto one place, and let the dry land appear”; and it was so. And God 
called the dry land Earth, and the gathering together of the waters called He Seas.... 


‘And God made two great lights: the greater light to rule the day, and the lesser light to 
rule the night: He made the stars also... . 


‘So God created man in His own image; .. .’ (Genesis 1:1-2, 9-10, 16, 27-28 (KJV)) 
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Shangdi, the Creator-God of the Chinese, surely 
appears to be one and the same as the Creator God of 
the Hebrews. In fact, one of the Hebrew names for 
God is El Shaddai, the Almighty, which is phonetically 
similar to Shangdi. Even more similar is the Early Zhou 
pronunciation of Shangdi which is ‘djanh-tigh’ [Zhan- 
dai]. Another name for their God which the ancient 
Chinese used interchangeably with Shangdi was 
Heaven (Tian). Zheng Xuan, a scholar of the early Han 
dynasty said, “Shangdi is another name for Heaven 
(Tian)”. The great philosopher Motze (408-382 BC) 
also thought of Heaven (Tian) as the Creator-God: 


‘| know Heaven loves men dearly not without 
reason. Heaven ordered the sun, the moon, and 
the stars to enlighten and guide them. Heaven 
ordained the four seasons, Spring, Autumn, 
Winter, and Summer, to regulate them. Heaven 
sent down snow, frost, rain, and dew to grow 
the five grains and flax and silk so that the 
people could use and enjoy them. Heaven 
established the hills and river, ravines and 
valleys, and arranged many things to minister to 





man’s good or bring him evil.’ 


How did Shangdi create all things? Here is one further recitation from the ancient Border Sacrifice 
rite: 


‘When Te [Shangdi], the Lord, had so decreed, He called into existence [originated] 
heaven, earth, and man. Between heaven and earth He separately placed in order men 
and things, all overspread by the heavens.’ 


Note that Shangdi ‘called into existence,’ or commanded heaven and earth to appear. Compare this 
with the way the Hebrew text describes the method of creation by El Shaddai, who, we suspect, is 
identical with Shangdi, and the similarity in name and role would suggest: 


‘... by the word of the LORD were the heavens made; and all the host of them by the breath of His 
mouth. ... For He spake, and it was done; He commanded, and it stood fast’ (Psalm 33:6, 9 (KJV)). 


Why did the emperor sacrifice a bull to Shangdi? Let us compare this Chinese sacrifice with the 
instruction given by God to the Hebrews: 
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‘Take thee a young calf for a sin offering, and a ram for a burnt offering, without blemish, 
and offer them before the LORD’ (Leviticus 9:2 (KJV))—a practice which began in earliest 
times (Genesis 4:3, 4 (KJV)). 


The origin of the Border Sacrifice would appear set out in the most ancient forms of the pictographic 
Chinese writing and found the foundational truths of Christianity. In these ideograms, which date 
from before the time of Moses, we have the entire story of creation, the temptation and fall of man 
into sin and God’s remedy for sin in the animal sacrifices, which pointed to the coming Saviour, Jesus 
Christ. All the elements of the Genesis narrative are found recorded and still in use in the Chinese 
character-writing. 


An old missionary student of China once remarked that Chinese history is “remote, monotonous, 
obscure and-worst of all-there is too much of it.” China has the longest continuous history of any 
country in the world, 3,500 years of written history. And even 3,500 years ago China’s civilisation 
was old! This in itself is discouraging to the student, particularly if we think of history as a baffling 
catalogue of who begat somebody, who succeeded somebody, who slew somebody, with only an 
occasional concubine thrown in for human interest. But taken in another way, Chinese history can 
be made to throw sharp lights and revealing shadows on the story of all mankind, from its most 
primitive beginnings, some of which were in Asia, to its highest point of development in philosophy 
and religion, literature and art. 


In art and philosophy, many people think no culture has ever surpassed that of China in its great 
creative periods. In material culture though we think of the roots of our own civilisation as being 
almost entirely European, we have also received much from Asia, paper, gunpowder, the compass, 
silk, tea and porcelain. 


There is nothing like a brief look at Chinese history to give one a new and wholesome respect for the 
Chinese people. We are likely today to think of the Chinese as a “backward” people who are less 
civilised than we are and it is true that in what we carelessly speak of as civilisation, mechanization 
and the fruits of scientific discovery, they have, in the last hundred years, lagged behind the 
procession but are now beginning to catch up rapidly. It is a salutary lesson to realise, however, that 
this attitude of superiority on the part of Western nations has existed for only about a hundred 
years. 


Until the Opium War of 1840-42 the European merchants and voyagers who reached the distant 
land of China had looked upon the Chinese with a good deal of awe as a people of superior culture. 
They still had much the same attitude as Marco Polo, who, in the thirteenth century had told the 
people of Italy that China under the rule of the Mongols had a much more centralised and efficient 
system of government than European countries had. Coming from the banking and trading city of 
Venice, he admired the wide use of paper money in China. To a Europe which had not yet begun to 
use coal he also described how the Chinese mined and burned a kind of stone which was much 
superior to wood as fuel. 
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China in fact had a civilisation similar to that of Europe before the Industrial Revolution and superior 
to it in many ways. The agriculture of China was more advanced and productive than that of Europe 
because of the great use of irrigation, the wide network of canals that supplied water for irrigation 
also provided cheap transport. The Chinese had reached a high level of technique and art in the 
making of such things as porcelain and silk and in general the guild craftsmen of their cities were at 
least equal to those of the cities of pre-industrial Europe. 


Moreover the Chinese had gone a good deal further than Europeans in the use of writing as a vehicle 
of civilisation and government and everything which that means. They had extensive statistics of 
government and finance at a time when Europe had practically none. They used written orders and 
regulations when Europe was still dependent on government by word of mouth. 


Now it is the largest nation on earth with a population of around 1.4 billion in 2019. China emerged 
as one of the world's first civilisations in the fertile basin of the Yellow River in the North China Plain. 
China was one of the world's foremost economic powers for most of the two millennia from the 1st 
until the 19th century The Han Dynasty, which ruled from 206 BC until 220 AD, saw some of the 
most advanced technology at that time, including papermaking and the compass, along with 
agricultural and medical improvements. The invention of gunpowder and movable type in the Tang 
Dynasty (618-907) and Northern Song (960-1127) completed the Four Great Inventions. 


Tang culture spread widely in Asia as the new Silk Route brought traders to as far as Mesopotamia 
and the Horn of Africa. The Qing Empire, China's final Dynasty, suffered heavy losses to foreign 
colonialism. The Chinese monarchy collapsed in 1912 with the Xinhai Revolution, when the Republic 
of China (ROC) replaced the Qing dynasty. The Chinese Civil War resulted in a division of territory in 
1949, when the Chinese Communist Party (CCP) established the People's Republic of China on 
mainland China while the Kuomintang led ROC government retreated to the island of Taiwan. 


17. The Indus Valley Empire 


In 1872 a British general named Sir Alexander Cunningham, excavating an area in what was then 
British controlled northern India, came across something peculiar. A small stone seal was found at 
Harappa. The owner of the seal showed it to Cunningham who was the Director General of the 
Archaeological Survey of India at the time. Buried in some ruins, a one inch by 
one inch square piece of what he described as smooth, black, unpolished stone 
engraved with strange symbols, lines, interlocking ovals, something resembling 
a fish and what looked like a bull etched underneath. 


Cunningham identified this seal as being from an unknown ancient Indian 
Civilisation. He also recognised that the inscription at the top of the seal 
represented an unknown script. The general, not recognizing the symbols and 





finding the bull to be unlike other Indian animals, assumed the artefact wasn’t 
Indian at all but some misplaced foreign token. The stone, along with similar ones found over the 
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next few years, ended up in the British Museum. In the 1920s many more of these artefacts, by then 
known as seals, were found and identified as evidence of a 4,000-year-old culture now known as the 
Indus Valley Civilisation, the oldest known Indian civilisation to date. 


Since then, thousands more of these tiny seals have been uncovered. Most of them feature one line 
of symbols at the top with a picture, usually of an animal, carved below. The animals pictured 
include bulls, rhinoceros, elephants, and puzzlingly unicorns. They’ve been found in a swath of 
territory that covers present-day India and Pakistan and along trade routes, with seals being found 
as far as present-day Iraq. And the symbols, which range from geometric designs to representations 
of fish or jars, have also been found on signs, tablets, copper plates, tools, and pottery. 





Harappa is an archaeological 
site in Punjab, Pakistan, 
about 24 km (15 mi) west of 
Sahiwal. The site takes its

The 
current village of Harappa is 
less than 1 km (0.62 mi) 
from the ancient site. 
Although modern Harappa 
has a legacy railway station 
from the British Raj period, 
it is a small crossroads town 
of 15,000 people today. 


The site of the ancient city contains the ruins of a Bronze Age fortified city, which was part of the 
Indus Valley Civilisation. The city is believed to have had as many as 23,500 residents and occupied 
about 150 hectares (370 acres) with clay brick houses at its greatest extent during the Mature 
Harappan phase (2600 BC — 1900 BC), which is considered large for its time. As per archaeological 
convention of naming a previously unknown civilisation by its first excavated site, the Indus Valley 
Civilisation is also called the Harappan Civilisation. It was the earliest known urbanized ancient 
culture that emerged on the Indian subcontinent between 2500-1700 B.C. and according to 
Britannica.com southern sites may have lasted later into the 2nd millennium B,C. 


The ancient city of Harappa was heavily damaged under British rule, when bricks from the ruins 
were used as track ballast in the construction of the Lahore to Multan Railway. In 2005 a 
controversial amusement park scheme at the site was abandoned when builders unearthed many 
archaeological artefacts during the early stages of building work but due to an intervention it was 
stopped. 
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The civilisation consisted of two large administrative cities, Harappa and Mohenjo-daro, and more 
than 100 towns and villages and the act of deciphering ancient Indus inscriptions has a very long list 
of attempts and an equal-sized list of failures, with thousands of scholars having tried. However, a 
young IT professional from Bengal was intrigued with the idea of unravelling Indus inscription and 
according to an article on Get Bengal, she has 'emerged victorious.’ 


The earliest potters’ marks in the subcontinent date to 6,500 years ago and were found in Harappa, 
and clearer writing emerged around 5,300 years ago, according to Jonathan Mark Kenoyer of the 
University of Wisconsin, an expert on the Indus Valley. That is roughly the same period of proto- 
cuneiform emerging in Mesopotamia and hieroglyphic writing in Egypt. The more orderly Indus 
script incorporating some of the early potters’ marks remained in use until about 1850 B.C. possibly 
longer in some pockets. Most of the inscriptions are brief, five marks on average and the longest 
found to date has just 27 marks. They are found mostly on flat stamp seals, tools, tablets, ornaments 
and pottery, he says. 


No equivalent to the Rosetta Stone, key to interpreting ancient Egyptian hieroglyphics, has been 
found. Yet through the fog of the ages, decades of analysis have achieved some insights. Indus script 
was written from right to left, as are Hebrew and Arabic, based on “cramped” symbols on the left of 
some inscriptions, where the scribe evidently ran out of room. Atta Muhammad Bhanbhoro, a 
prominent Sindhi author, historian and translator, agreed Indus people were leftward writers. In the 
inscriptions on pottery and shell rods, the sign on the left is overlapped. It clearly shows that the sign 
on the right was inscribed first and it was followed by the sign on the left. That said, sometimes 
apparently the writing flowed in both directions. 


The combinations of phonetic symbols and pictographs of people, animals, buildings and even hills 
indicate that the writing was governed by grammar. Some have geometric patterns mixed with the 
cursive signs that closely resemble [later] Roman characters as E, H, U, V, W, X and Y. There are 
linear signs |, II, III, III, III and so on which stand for cardinal numbers from 1 to 12 and 24. 


The Babylonians borrowed the Sumerian idiographic and syllabic script for writing their Semitic 
language. It is most probable that the same case was for the Indus script as it has several other 
similarities to Sumerian pictographic writing. 


It must be pointed out though, that we cannot go back too far in time. Core vocabulary is stable, but 
does change. In some languages this change has been measured for more than 2,000 years. The 
result shows that 19.5% of the core vocabulary changes every 1,000 years. If this is the same for all 
languages, it means that statistically all words in a language should be replaced within a period of 
about 10,000 years. That would make any research beyond that period of time impossible. This in 
turn, makes it impossible to prove that all language families are ultimately related. 


Who built the Indus Valley civilisation? There are few questions more fundamental to our 
understanding of Indian history than this. On the answer to it hang many details of the country’s 
past; How did we come to be as we are, culturally, ethnically and linguistically? And what explains 
the way we are spread out geographically in the subcontinent? 
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Although this question has always been asked, the correct answer to 
it has proved resistant to the wiles and charms of historians, 
archaeologists, linguists and philologists for nearly a century, ever 
since Harappa and Mohenjo-daro were discovered in the 1920s. The 
excavations of Mohenjo-daro began upon its discovery but more 
professional archaeological explorations were carried out 1922-1930 
under Sir John Marshall, the Director General of the Archaeological 
Survey of India (1906-1928). 


The fault doesn’t lie with the remarkable men and women who built 
what was easily the largest civilisation of their time. They had a script 
of their own and they left behind enough of their writings on tablets, 





seals, tools, pottery and ornaments. But we haven’t managed to 
decipher it yet. So we don’t know who they were, where they came from, what language they spoke, 
what kind of social organisation or rulers they had or even what their names were. Perhaps the only 
thing we know about their identity is that their trading partners in West Asia referred to their land as 
“Meluhha.” 


With baths and toilets in each house, communal rubbish disposal at the street corners, no less than 
700 wells for fresh water and a sophisticated drainage system, Mohenjo-daro was among the biggest 
settlements of the Indus Valley civilisation, which stretched over a million square kilometres in 
today’s Pakistan, Afghanistan and India. The civilisation was evidently more advanced in 2500 B.C. in 
urban planning than most of the region’s cities in 2020 A.D. Also finds in Mohenjo-daro, Harappa 
and other Indus settlements may help base an extraordinary theory; that Indus script, one of the 


oldest writing systems in the world, arose 
independently. F 





It turned out that the Indus people not only had 
command of sophisticated urban planning but 
irrigated their crops, even growing rice; they had a 
command of metallurgy and (most agree) they could 
write, not that we know what they were saying. 


The innovations in the Indus Valley may have 
included irrigation, though perhaps it spread from Mesopotamia. To what degree animal husbandry 
and crop cultivation were independently developed in the Indus Valley and how much was learned 
from elsewhere remains debated. But clearly the Indus Valley people, Egyptians and 
Mesopotamians, all river valley dwellers, were among the first known to use systematic weights and 
measurement systems, contributing to domestic harmony and facilitating far-flung trade. 


For the Indus, this standardization helped them establish an international trading network and to 
establish merchant colonies in foreign regions, as attested by the discovery of seals with Indus script 
as far away as the Arabian Gulf, the city of Ur in Mesopotamia and in Lothal, Gujarat, India. 
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Seals from Indus Valley were also found from the Mesopotamian and Middle Eastern sites, and there 
were similar seals, following the design pattern, but with a different combination of signs. It is taken 
as evidence that the influence of the Indus culture was quite strong and that it influenced the 
production of the seals in that region. Besides that, there are clear indications 
that the weights and measure system of Indus Valley is reflected in artefacts 
unearthed from Mesopotamian sites.” 


See photo of ‘Abraham’ statue in a godless city. The Priest King is made of 
steatite (soapstone). His hair is combed back, his beard neat and trimmed (as 
some believe Abraham groomed his facial hair). He has a headband with a 





circular inlay on his forehead and a cloth is slung over one shoulder, a garb A 
compared to ehraam (aka ihram), the plain robe Muslims wear while performing hajj, the holy 
pilgrimage. However, the Priest King’s cloth is patterned, a form that came to be associated with the 
traditional block-printed cloth in Sindh, called ajrak, which is sold in souvenir shops. Not all 
archaeologists buy the theological theory behind the statue, especially since there is not a shred of 
evidence to back it up. 


For instance, when precisely Abraham lived is not established through scientific measures. Secondly, 
the famous artefact, the Priest King, hasn’t been dated authentically, let alone to a time associated 
with Abrahamic tradition. Thirdly, the Biblical interpretation of the statue assumes as fact that the 
story of Abraham was also equally important in the subcontinent. 


It is difficult to reach any conclusions about the belief system in an area as vast as the Indus Valley. 
Uniformity in the material products doesn’t mean uniformity in superstitions. Possibly a whole 
pantheon existed in the imaginations of the people. However, as things stand, not much can be said 
about the beliefs, myths and superstitions of the Indus Valley people to date. 


Why were the cities of the Indus civilisation ultimately, if gradually, abandoned? There are still no 
answers for the ultimate breakdown of the Indus Valley civilisation. Experts failed to find evidence of 
destruction. Possibly rivers changed course; and/or the climatic conditions changed. A paper 
published in Nature Scientific Reports in 2015 based on finds in Bhirrana, in India, suggests that 
among the stresses, dietary change with the arrival of rice from East Asia spurred a gradual process 
of de-urbanization. 


Recent paleoclimate reconstructions from the Beas River Valley demonstrate hydro-climatic stress 
due to a weakened monsoon system may have impacted urban centres like Harappa by the end of 
the third millennium B.C. The impact of environmental change was compounded by concurrent 
disruptions to the regional interaction sphere. Climate, economic and social changes contributed to 
the disintegration of this civilisation after 1900 B.C. 


Combined with prior evidence for increasing levels of interpersonal violence, the data supports a 
growing pathology of power at Harappa after 2000 B.C. Observations of the intersection between 
climate change and social processes in proto-historic cities offer valuable lessons about vulnerability, 
insecurity and the long-term consequences of short-term strategies for coping with climate change. 
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Many historians believe the Indus civilisation collapsed because of changes to the geography and 
climate of the area. Movements in the Earth’s crust (the outside layer) might have caused the Indus 
River to flood and change its direction. The main cities were closely linked to the river, so changes in 
the river flow would have had a terrible effect on them. Repeated flooding may have led to a build- 
up of salt in the soil, making it hard to grow crops. 


People would have starved and diseases would have spread. Perhaps because of this chaos, the 
rulers lost control of their cities. Lots of historians think it was a mixture of different reasons. 
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18. The Sumerian Empire 


We arrive back in Sumer, the place where it all began, a journey of about 25,000 miles. Some of the 
inhabitants had not been scattered, but they must have been aware of those who were and so the 
world was inhabited and they continued in trade with them. There were a lot of other cultures that 
sprang up but | have only listed a few major cultures. 


In time they would develop their religions, searching after God, but not finding Him. Act 17:27 That 
they should seek the Lord, if haply they might 
feel after him, and find him, though he be not 
far from every one of us: 
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name comes from Akkadian, the 
language of the north of Mesopotamia, and means “land of the civilised kings”. The Sumerians 
called themselves “the black headed people” and their land, in cuneiform script, was simply 
“the land” or “the land of the black headed people” and, in the Biblical Book of Genesis, Sumer 
is known as Shinar. 


According to the Sumerian King List, when the gods first gave human beings the gifts necessary 
for cultivating society, they did so by establishing the city of Eridu in the region of Sumer. While 
the Sumerian city of Uruk is held to be the oldest city in the world, the ancient Mesopotamians 
believed that it was Eridu and that it was here that order was established and civilisation began. 


The Ubaid Period. The region of Sumer was long thought to have been first inhabited around 
4500 B.C. This date has been contested in recent years, however, and it now thought that 
human activity in the area began much earlier. The first settlers were not Sumerians but a 
people of unknown origin whom archaeologists have termed the Ubaid people, from the 
excavated mound of al-Ubaid where the artefacts were uncovered which first attested to their 
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existence, or the Proto-Euphrateans which designates them as earlier inhabitants of the region 
of the Euphrates River. 


Mesopotamians generally, and the Sumerians specifically, believed 
that civilisation was the result of the gods’ triumph of order over 
chaos. Whoever these people were, they had already moved from 
a hunter-gatherer society to an agrarian one prior to 5000 B.C. 
Excavations from al-Ubaid and other sites throughout southern Iraq 
have uncovered stone tools from the Ubaid people such as hoes, 
knives, and adzes and clay artefacts which included sickles, bricks, 
painted pottery, and figurines. 


The Sumerian King List prism is 8 inches tall and contains the first ruler of 
Sumer, whose deeds are recorded, if only in the briefest kind of 
statement, a king by the name of Etana of Kish, who may have come to 
the throne quite early in the third millennium B.C. In the King List he is 
described as he who stabilised all the lands. The Sumerian King List is a 
cuneiform document, written by a scribe of the city of Lagash, sometime 
around 2100 B.C. which lists all of the kings of the region, and their 
accomplishments, in an attempt to show continuity of order in society 





dating back to the beginning of civilisation. 


As the Mesopotamians generally, and the Sumerians specifically, 

believed that civilisation was the result of the gods’ triumph of order over chaos, the King List is 
thought to have been created to legitimize the reign of a king named Utu-Hegal of Uruk (2100 B.C.) 
by showing him as the most recent in a long line of rulers of the region. Etana is famous from the 
myth of the man who ascends to heaven on the back of an eagle and like other kings mentioned in 
the list (Dumuzi and Gilgamesh among them) was known for superhuman feats and heroism. 


Utu-Hegal, it is thought, was trying to link himself to such earlier hero-kings through the creation of 
the King List. Since the Mesopotamians believed that the gods had set everything in motion and that 
human beings were created as co-labourers with the gods to maintain order and hold back chaos, 
the early writers of history in the region concentrated more on the links between the rulers and 
their gods. 


Writing down the history of human accomplishments seems to have been considered a matter of 
little importance for these writers and as a result, the early history of Sumer has been deduced from 
the archaeological and geological record more than a written tradition and much information is still 
unavailable to modern scholars. 


The Rise of Cities. Whenever the Sumerian civilisation was first established in the region, by 3600 
B.C. they had invented the wheel, writing, the sail boat, agricultural processes such as irrigation and 
the concept of the city (though China and India also lay claim to ‘the first cities’ in the world). It is 
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generally accepted that the first cities in the world rose in Sumer and, among the most important, 
were Eridu, Uruk, Ur, Larsa, Isin, Adab, Kullah, 
Lagash, Nippur and Kish. 


The city of Uruk is held to be the first true city in 
the world. It has been noted that these names are 
not Sumerian but come from the Ubaid people and 
so were founded, at least as villages, much earlier 
than c. 5000 B.C. Other cities in Sumer were 
Sippar, Shuruppak, Bad-tibira, Girsu, Umma, 
Urukag, Nina, and Kissura. All were of varying size 
and scope with Uruk the largest and most powerful 
at its prime. 





After the Ubaid Period came the Uruk Period in 
which cities began to emerge across the landscape and the city of Uruk rose in prominence. Though 
the period is named for the ‘first city’ of Uruk, Eridu was considered the first city by the Sumerians 
themselves, as previously noted. 


Trade was firmly established with foreign lands at this time and writing evolved from pictograms to 
cuneiform script. It is thought that trade was the main motivator in the development of writing as 
there now had to be some means for accurate, long-distance, communication between the 
merchants of Sumer and their agents abroad. The kingship also arose at this time and the city-states 
of Sumer came to be ruled by a single monarch who was assisted by a council of elders (which 
included both men and women). The kings following Etana were Semites, not Sumerians, as attested 
to by their names such as Enmebaragesi of Kish. It is not until after the rule of eight kings passed that 
Sumerian names begin to appear in the King List. 


The Early Dynastic Period (2900-2334 B.C.) saw the subtle shift from a priest-king (known as an ensi) 
to a more modern-day concept of ‘king’ known as a Lugal (big man’). The city-states of Sumer 
during this time fought for control of arable land and water rights until the rise of the First Dynasty 
of Lagash in 2500 B.C. Under their king Eannutum, Lagash became the centre of a small empire 
which included most of Sumer and parts of neighbouring Elam. 


This empire was still extant under the king Lugal-Zage when a young man, who later claimed to have 
been the king’s gardener, seized the throne. This was Sargon of Akkad who would go on to found the 
Akkadian Empire (2234-2218 B.C.), the first multi-national empire in the world and, it is thought, 
based on the model set by Eannutum. 


The Akkadian Empire ruled over the majority of Mesopotamia, including Sumer, until a people 
known as the Gutians invaded from the north (the area of modern-day Iran) and destroyed the 
major cities. The Gutian Period (c. 2218-2047 B.C.) is considered a dark age in Sumerian history (and 
Mesopotamian history overall) and the Gutians were universally reviled by Sumerian writers in later 
histories, most of which consider them a punishment sent by the gods. 
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The Sumerian Renaissance. The last period in Sumerian history is known as The Ur Ill Period (2047- 
1750 B.C.) so named for the Third Dynasty of the city of Ur. This period is also known as The 
Sumerian Renaissance due to the remarkable advances in culture touching upon virtually every 
single aspect of civilised human life. The kings of Ur, Ur-Nammu (r. 2047-2030 B.C.) and Shulgi 
(r.2029-1982 B.C.), set cultural advancement as the goal of their administrations and maintained a 
peace which allowed for art and technology to flourish. Whether invented before or during the Ur III 
Period, the tools, concepts and technological innovations in place during the Third Dynasty of Ur 
solidified the Sumerian’s place in history as the creators of civilisation as we know it. 


In Samuel Noah Kramer’s book ‘History Begins at Sumer’, he lists 39 ‘firsts’ in history from the region 
among which are the first schools, the first proverbs and sayings, the first messiahs, the first Noah 
and the Flood stories, the first love song, the first aquarium, the first legal precedents in court cases, 
the first tale of a dying and resurrected god, the first funeral chants, first Biblical parallels and first 
moral ideas. The Sumerians also essentially invented time in that their sexigesimal system of 
counting (a system based on the number 60) created the 60 second minute and the 60 minute hour. 


They also divided the night and day into periods of 12 hours, set a limit on a ‘work day’ with a time 
for beginning and ending, and established the concept of ‘days off’ for holidays. “The hand of 
Mesopotamia still determines the hourly length of the traditional workday and even the length of 
our electronic entertainment (half-hour or hour TV shows), when our workday has stopped”. The 
modern day practice of checking one’s horoscope comes from ancient Sumer and the astrological 
signs one is born under were first noted and named by the ancient Mesopotamians. 


Ur-Nammu wrote the first legal code in Sumer which became the precedent for the much later, and 
better known, Code of Hammurabi of Babylon. “Ur-Nammu’s universal legal pronouncements 
present a good example of the unifying drive of Ur’s kings: the compulsion to regulate every aspect 
of life’. Sumer, under the unifying force of the Third Dynasty of Ur, became a Patrimonial State 
(“meaning one constructed on the pattern of the patriarchal family ruled by a father figure”) in 
which the monarch served as the father figure who guided his children along a proper path toward 
prosperity. 


Ur-Nammu’s son, Shulgi, is considered the greatest of the Neo-Sumerian kings who continued his 
father’s policies but went further. In an effort to both impress his people and distinguish himself 
from his father, Shulgi, it is said, ran 100 miles (160.9 kilometres) between the religious centre of 
Nippur and the capital city of Ur and back again, in one day, in order to officiate at the festivals in 
both cities. Though some have considered the hymn which recounts his achievement as a kingly 
boast and highly exaggerated, scholars have determined that he could in fact, have made his famous 
run and further, that it was in keeping with the spirit of Shulgi’s rule. Creating a sense of awe and 
admiration in their subjects seems to have been central to the governing power of the kings of Ur at 
this time. 


Sumer's Decline & Legacy. Under Shulgi’s reign a wall was constructed 155 miles long (250 
kilometres) to keep out the Semitic speaking tribes known as the Martu or Tidnum, but better 
known by their Biblical name of Amorites. Shulgi’s son, grandson, and great grandson all renovated

and strengthened the wall to keep those they called ‘the barbarians’ out of Sumer proper but the 
barrier proved ineffective. The wall could not be properly manned or maintained and further, was 
not anchored to any solid barrier at the end points and so invaders could simply follow the wall on 
the one side to either end point and then walk around it. 


The forces of neighbouring Elam breached the wall and marched on Ur, sacking it and carrying away 
the king c. 1750 B.C. The Amorites now established themselves in the land but, with the fall of Ur 
and a severe famine resulting from climate change and the over-use of the land, many migrated for 
points south. Among these migrating Amorites, was Abraham the patriarch who left Ur to settle in 
the land of Canaan. 


Following the Ur IIl Period and the fall of Ur, many Sumerians migrated north. Sumerian was no 
longer spoken as a language (though it was still written), having been largely replaced by the Semitic 
Akkadian and the Sumerian culture was ended. Their legacy however, continues in many aspects of 
civilisation which those in the modern day take for granted as always existing. Even so, something as 
basic as the twenty-four hour day was invented, once upon a time, in Sumer. 


What were the timescales for these events? We do not know for sure. The Massoretic and 
Septuagint have different timelines. | suggest it was 2000 years from Adam to the Flood and of the 
order of 500 years from Noah to Babel.
